Saturday, November 29, was one of the saddest of days for 
numismatics, the day we lost Maury Gould. 

That was the day when Eleanor and I lost a friend most warm, 
most understanding, most unselfish. Well forever miss that 
warmth, that cheery smile, that friendly voice of greeting which 
was uniquely Maury's. 

■ New England, where Maury was raised and spent most of his 
life, stamped him with a Boston accent which he'd never lost, 
even after nearly a decade in the warmer clime of California. 

And I suspect that, about fifteen minutes after Jean and 
Maury had landed in Southern California, he began looking 
around to see what he could do for the good of the coin collectors of his adopted 
state. 

Night after night Maury would put Jean in iheir car and off they'd go to any coin 
club in Southern California having a meeting that night. And, if any organization was 
stumped for a program, the call went out to Maury and, like a magician, he'd pull a 
good program seemingly out of a hat! 

■ Particularly did Maury want to help the beginner in coin collecting. Maury 
dreamed up the numismatic correspondence course for the novice collector. He 
begged, persuaded, coerced various writers each to contribute a chapter, a lesson, the 
result being the book Ken Hallenbeck published for the ANA in 1973. 

Then, once more, Maury had persuaded writers to contribute chapters for the next, 
intermediate correspondence course, a task nearly completed when he became so 
seriously ill. 

Maury also dreamed up the California Numismatic Educational Seminar. He 
smilingly browbeat organizations and individuals into putting up the few thousands 
needed to launch the annual autumn grading and counterfeit detection seminars 
which became as successful as the best in the rest of the country. 



■ Maury was a quiet but influential force in the Committee-of-NIne which founded 
the Organization of International Numismatists (OIN). He had an easy way of nudging 
his fellow committee members to stay on the track. 

As the second president of OIN, Maury smoothly steered that then frail craft 
through the rough seas which so often sink a new organization. 

In 1973 I persuaded Maury to run for a governorship on the ANA board. Maury was 
surprised ... but I wasn't ... at the huge vote which swept him onto the ANA board. In 
1975, with no campaigning, Maury easily was re-elected as we knew he'd be. 

Somehow it never entered anyone's mind that there'd come a day when Maury 
Gould wouldn't be hereto handlea task, big or small, which needed handling. We just 
took it for granted that we always could call on Maury Gould. 

The list of numismatic organizations to which Maury belonged, some of which he’d 
helped organize, is far too long for this space. But they all will miss the one and only 
Maury Gould, that dedicated numismatic yeoman!

Its History and Origin 



by Miguel L. Munoz The present Mexican coat of arms, 
ANA 51678 which includes a feature basically 
the same for 650 years, has lead a 
very interesting life full of historical 
incidents. The main feature is an 
eagle perched on a ''nopal,'' a cactus 
plant, devouring a snake. Some 
people believe that it symbolizes the 
good destroying the evil. Although 
this, is a admirable thought, the 
Mexican coat of arms was not made 
up with this Idea In mind. To grasp 
what this symbol really means or 
represents to the Mexican people, 
we must turn back the pages of our 
history book many centuries and 
begin at the beginning. 
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Codex Duran (Fray Diego). “....Their god had told them that they would find a lake, with an inlet, 
and an eagle perched on a cactus devouring a snake....'' 


When nnan started using metals as a 
means of exchange, it was necessary to 
use the symbols to identify the various 
coins. Some of these symbols have per- 
sisted. So much so, that when we as 
numismatists mention Aegina we 
visualize a turtle; mention Athens and 
we think of the owl, etc. 

Among the first symbols used on coins 
we find the eagle. It was used extensively 
by the Ptolomies in Egypt in the 3rd 
century B.C., and from that time on, for 
the following 23 centuries, we find the 
eagle used on coins throughout the 
western world. It seems safe to say that 
all the different European states from 
Portugal to Russia and from Scandinavia 
to Italy have used the eagle on their 
coins at one time or another. Spain has 
used it for centuries and, as a matter of 
fact, is using the eagle on her coins at 
present. 

However, the eagle on Mexican coins 
was not brought to Mexico by the 
Spaniards; the eagle was in our country 
long before the conquest of Mexico. 
There are still visible many eagles carved 
in the stone at various pre-Colombian 
ruins, from the Yucatan peninsula to the 
central plateau of Mexico, which amply 
prove this fact. 

The legend tells us that In ancient 
times tribes came from the North look- 


ing for a place to settle that had been 
promised by their god Huitzilopchtli. 
Their god had told them that they would 
find a lake with an islet on which a 
"nopaP' (cactus) was growing and on 
which an eagle devouring a snake would 
be perched. According to the legend, 
they found it! Some historians tell us that 
the place where the eagle was found is 
very close to the northeast corner of the 
Cathedral at Mexico City. Others, 
however, tell us that it has been located 
at the present day Plaza de San Pablo to 
the southeast of the Cathedral, but this is 
not very far away. 

Various versions of this legend show- 
ing representations of the eagle on a 
cactus may be found In the old Codices 
— Codex Monteleone, Tepechpan, 
Ramirez, Aubin, Duran, Mendocino, 
etc. Two of these have been selected for 
illustration. 

Figure 1 is a page of the Codex 
Mendocino. It is the most important 
document dealing with the foundation 
of Tenochtitlan or present day Mexico 
City. The first small square of the upper 
left hand corner, gives the date of 1325 
and the last square, counter-clock-wise, 
gives the date 1375. The 51 squares 
represent the 51 years that it took the 
Mexica to erect the city of Tenochtitlan. 

Following the squares to the lower 
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part; and above the square or year, 
'‘ome acatT' (two canes) we can see the 
sticks they used to make fire in the 
ceremony of the “New Fire'" at the end 
of their 52 year cycle called “xiutlalpilli'' 
or (bunch of years); equivalent to the 
turning of a century in our present 
calendar. The thin lines represent 
smoke. 

The two roads crossing the city are the 
Itztapalan and Tiacopan that still exist 
and which divided the city into four 
“calpullis'' (boroughs). The little hut was 
the original “teocalli^' (temple). The 
skulls stand for the “tzompantli'' or 
place where they exhibited the skulls of 
the people that were sacrified to their 
gods. The eagle, of course, is perched on 
a cactus that has grown from a stone. 
Note how the stone is represented and 
then compare it with the stone in our 
present days coins. Right under this 
symbol we can see a “chimalli^'or shield 
with bundles of cotton as ornamenta- 
tion and arrows as a war emblem. 

The little figures represent the ten 
councilmen that were in office at the 
time. They have their names in 
hieroglyphs. The Spanish lettering was 
added later on.

In the lower part the drawings repre- 
sent the conquests of the townships of 
Tenayucan and Cuihuacan, nearby the 
present city of Mexico. 

In 1521 Hernando Cortes, conqueror 
over the Aztec civilization, started 
building the Spanish city over thedebris 
of the once beautiful Tenochtitlan. Two 
years later, on July 4th, 1523, at 
Valladolid, Spain's King Charles I 
granted a coat of arms to the new city 
(Figure 2). This Is still the official coat of 
arms of present day Mexico City. You 
will note that It has no crest. An eagle 
was added on and off according to the 
political or religious influence in the city 
council. We can still see in the city 
archives many documents in which this 
eagle was used (Figure 3 and 4). 

Officially the eagle and the snake 
were never used aloneasthearmsof the 
city, and the Reino de la Nueva Espana, 
Kingdom of New Spain as Mexico was 
then called, naturally used the Spanish 
arms of castles and lions. In addition the 
eagle and snake were never used on any 
coins during Spanish domination. 
However, the eagle on a cactus was used 
on several medals (Figure 5). 



This eagle devouring a human heart is from

When Father Miguel Hidalgo 
proclaimed Mexican Independence on 
September 16th, 1810, he tried to build a 
mint at Guanajuato, but he was unable 
to complete the installations and, 
therefore, never minted any coins. After 
he was executed the struggle for Liberty 
was carried on by Don Jose Maria 
Morelos y Pavon. The need of money 
compelled Morelos to mint the first 
Mexican coins, but instead of the eagle 
and snake, he used the bow and arrow 
with the word SLID as his emblem 
(Figure 6). 

Another group of insurgents led by 
Igancio Lopez Rayon, Jose Maria 
Liceaga, and the priest Jose Sixto Ver- 
duzco formed the '"Suprema junta 
Gubernativa de America'^ (Supreme 
Government Council of America). This 
group used a seal or device incor- 
porating the eagle wearing a royal 
crown, without any snake, and with 
branches of laurel and oak on the 
emblem's side (Figure 7). As this “Junta'' 
was also in need of money, they minted 
coins with an emblem similar to their 
seal, that Is including the eagle. These 
coins were minted at Tialpujahua in 
copper and siJver. In the latter metal 
they are found struck and also cast. 
(Beware of counterfeits.) These coins are 
actually the first Mexican coins that bear 
the eagle as the symbol or main feature 
of the emblem. 

After eleven years of war, Mexico 
gained her independence from Spain 
and Agustin de Iturblde became 
Emperor of Mexico. In all the coins 
struck by Iturbide during his short-lived 
empire, an eagle topped with an im- 
perial crown as headwear is perched on 
a cactus. No snake is included in the 
emblem. Iturbide's coins were designed 
by Jose Mariano Torreblanca. 

In the gold coins Issued during Itur- 
bide's rule there are two types of a coat 
of arms — in one the eagle is In an open 
field and in the other the eagle is in an 
ecusson. In the silver coins there are 
several varieties, but two main types — 
large and small eagle (Figure 8). It has 
often been mentioned that the small 
eagle is a falcon and that there weren't

any competent engravers in Mexico at 
that time, but his does not prove to be 
the case. 

Immediately after Iturbide's abdica- 
tion, March 20th, 1823, a triumvirate 
took over. It was called ''Supremo Poder 
Ejecutivo"' (Supreme Executive Power) 
and was formed by Pedro Celestino 
Negrete, Nicolas Bravo, and Guadalupe 
Victoria whose real name was Miguel 
Antonio Fernandez Felix. Victoria 
became the first President of the Mex- 
ican Republic. Engravor Jose Maria 
Guerrero prepared a beautiful medal for 
the occasion — 42mm in diameter, 
weighing 42.42 grams, and 3.7 mm thick 
(Figure 9). Guerrero, very likely, was 
hoping for President Victoria's approval 
to use it on the new coins of the new 
Republic. It is said, however, that Presi- 
dent Victoria did not like the idea of 
having his effigy on the coins, as it was 
undemocratic for a living president's 
effigy to appear on coins of a republic. 

There is also another medal similar to 
the one just described but somewhat 
smaller (Figure 10). It has a 40 mm 
diameter, weighs 26.7 grams and is 2.4 
mm thick. The obverse of this medal has 
the same effigy of President Victoria, but 
the reverse is quite different. The legend 
of dedication has been omitted and the 
eagle in profile has been changed to a 
facing eagle very similar to the eagle on 
the regular 8 reales or the peso of later 
years commonly known as the peso "de 
resplandor," or "Liberty cap" peso. The 
snake is also quite different. It has a wide 
open mouth dividing the words 
"Republica" and "Mexicana." The

snake's tail Is in a spiral instead of being 
curved. 


Although these two pieces are actual- 
ly medals, they are known by Mexican i 

numismatists as "Pesos de Victoria." 

Only a few were struck and they are, 
therefore, very rare. Both medals are 
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Figure?: Seal used bythe'‘Junta/'N.F.T.O.N. 
signifies Non FecitTaliter Omni Nationi (It has 
not been done with any other Nation). This 
was the motto used regarding out Lady of 
Guadalupe.

beyond doubt that there were compe- 
tent engravers in Mexico at that time. 

It didn't take long for the “Soberano 
Congreso Constituyente Mexicano," 
(the Supreme Constitutional Congress 
of Mexico) to adapt our coat of arms to 
the new Republican system of govern- 
ment. On April 14th, 1823, the cor- 
responding decree was approved add- 
ing the branches of laurel and oak as It 
had been done by the group of in- 
surgents led by Rayon. A few months 
later, on August 1st, Congress issued a

decree authorizing the first coinage of 
Mexico as a Republic. It states briefly 
that all coins in gold, silver and copper 
should have a common obverse, with 
the coat of arms previously approved. In 
the reverse, the gold coins should have a 
hand holding a staff supporting a small 
Liberty cap and pointing to an open 
book with the word ''Ley'' (Law). Silver 
coins should have a bigger Liberty cap 
with the word "LIbertad" (Liberty) in- 
cused. The description of these coins is 
in accordance with the proposal for 
coinage by Jose Mariano Torreblanca as 
you can see In Figure 11. 

Why then do the first coins minted in 
1823 have a profile eagle as in the first 
Guadalupe Victoria medal dated 1824 
(Figure 12)? No one has been able to 
answer this question and, very likely, 
there is no answer to it. The fact Is that 
we have in 1823 one gold 8 escudos coin.

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and a silver 8 reales, both from the 
Mexico City mint. Furthermore, in 1824 
the 1/2 real was minted only at the 
Mexico Mint, the 1 real only at Durango, 
the 2 reales at both of these mints. There 
were no 4 reales minted with a profile 
eagle. The 8 reales was minted at Mex- 
ico, Durango and Guanajuato mints 
while in 1825 silver 8 reales was only 
minted at Guanajuato. To get a clearer 
idea of the above we can make the 
following chart:

All together nine silver coins and only 
one gold coin complete this series. 
Although in the year 1823 the Mexico 
City mint struck some 8 reales coins in 
silver with the facing eagle, the regular 
coining of this type started in 1825 and 
was continued with short interruptions 
and minor changes up to 1909 (Figure 

13) . This 8 reales silver coin is the 
commonly known peso ^'de resplandor"^ 
or '"Liberty cap'' which was struck at 14 
different mints in truly astronomical 
quantities. Minor coins with similar 
design of the facing eagle-and-snake 
offer many varieties. 

In 1824 the Constitution of the new 
country was approved and printed. The 
cover of this constitution has an illustra- 
tion also prepared by jose Mariano 
Torreblanca. It has an eagle, snake, 
cactus plant, and Liberty cap, etc. (Figure 

14) . The eagle has its wings spread widely 
opened. This illustration may be one of 
the reasons why the eagle was so 
represented in many following in- 


stances, I.e. the copper coinage of 1829 
to 1837 (Figure 15). 

Furthermore, on November 15th, 
1824, Congress permitted the various 
Mexican states to strike copper coins as 
their own state currency. Ten states took 
advantage of this privilege and some of 
them used the eagle-and-snake on their 
coins. The result was that the designs 
were all different, in some cases 
primitive and in others none too flatter- 
ing. This created more varieties than it Is 
possible to describe in this context. 

The first interruption of the peso "de 
resplandor" or "Liberty cap," at some 
mints, was caused by the ephemeral 
empire of Maximilian and Carlota. 
During this period the Mexican eagle 
again wore an imperial crown in the 
minor coins. On the one peso and fifty 
centavos coins in silver, as well as the 
twenty peso in gold, the eagle was 
reduced in size to fit within an ecusson 
in the manner of the French coinsof that 
period (Figure 16). The designer of the 
full Maximilian coat of arms was Luis 
Salazar and the engravers of the Max- 
imilian coins were Sabastian C. Navalon 
and his pupils Cayetano Ocampo and 
Antonio Spiritu. 

On November 27th, 1867, President 
Benito Juarez issued a decree recon- 
firming the decimal system and chang- 
ing the design of Mexican coins. These 
coins are known as "balanzas" (scales)

due to the fact that on the reverse a scale 
was incorporated along with a smaller 
Liberty cap. This new version of the 
eagle-and-snake added more varieties 
to the Mexican series (Figure 17). The 
“balanza” peso was not a success, 
however, and this caused great damage 
to the Mexican economy. 

In previous years, large quantities of 
Mexican ''Liberty cap"' pesos had been 
exported to the Orient where they had 
enjoyed a very favorable acceptance 
and were known as "Mexican Dollars'' 
or simply "Mex-dollars." The new 
"balanza" peso was not accepted by our 
Oriental customers. When President

Juarez died, the new President, Sebas- 
tian Lerdo de Tejada, ordered the return 
to the old type of peso"de resplandor" 
or "Liberty cap" by his decree of May 
29th, 1873. During the period which 
elapsed before "Liberty cap" pesos were 
again struck in 1898, a gold 1 peso coin 
was Issued (1870-1905) with a standing 
eagle obverse different from that on 
silver coinage and a reverse with the 
value within a wreath and the assayer's 
initial, gold content, and mintmark 
above. 

On December 30th, 1880, President 
Porfirio Diaz signed a decree to stand- 
ardize our coat of arms. The design

approved was prepared by Tomas de la 
Pena (Figure 18). It has a marked French 
style, which was predominant at that 
time. A minor change was carried out in 
accordance with President Porfirio 
Diaz's decree of May 27th, 1897, and the 
result was the slender eagle of the coins 
from the year 1898 to 1909 (Figure 19). 
The design was prepared by the sculptor 
Juan de Dios Fernandez. The purpose of 
this issue was to permanently replace 
the historic 8 reales coin which had been 
continually struck from 1824-1897.

However, conditions of the silver 
market forced Mexico to again recon- 
sider her coinage. On March 25th, 1905, 
President Porfirio Diaz signed the 
decree calling for a complete new 
monetary system. Naturally, the eagle 
was changed again and this eagle was 
used on the minor coins up to 1936. 

The one peso coinage which began in 
1910 was essentially commemorative in 
nature. To celebrate the first centennial 
of our Declaration of Independence a 
commemorative peso was minted with a

restyled eagle (Figure 23). The design 
this time was ordered from Charles 
Pillet, a French artist. In the same year 
the Revolution broke out and coinsyyith 
this same design were minted for five 
consecutive years. It was substituted in 
1918 by another peso having the same 
Porfirio Diaz eagle as the other coins in 
circulation. This design and eiagle on the 
one peso prevailed up to 1945 
even though the fineness was reduced 
from 0.800 to 0.720 In 1920. 

In 1917 Venustlano Carranza, “Primer 
Jefe'' (Chief Commander), wanted to 
reintroduce the gold 20 peso and also 


change the eagle, so he requested 
designs. The ones submitted by Antonio 
Gomez R. and Jorge Enciso were ap- 
proved, and Carranza issued a decree on 
June 27th, 1917 for a new 20 peso gold 
coin. The design used on this coin was 
done by Jorge Enciso; however, the 
eagle used was designed by Antonio 
Gomez R. (Figure 24-25).This was the first 
hooked neck eagle to appear on regular 
coinage since 1825. The popular name 
for this coin Is “azteca"' due to the 
“piedra del sor'(sun stone) or so called 
aztec calendar on the reverse. 

To commemorate the first centennial

of the Consumation of our In- 
dependence in 1921, two coins were 
authorized. One was the 50 peso gold 
coin usually called ''centenario” (Figure 
26). It has the Porfirio Diaz eagle of all 
the other coins in circulation (We might 
add here that although legally gold coins 
have been demonetized by Mexico 
since 1931, the Porfirio Diaz eagle is still 
used on gold coins that are restruck for 
jewelry or hoarding. Many of these 
coins bear the dates 1945 and 1955.) The 
second coin was a silver 2 peso that has a 
new eagle in profile designed by Jorge 
Enciso (Figure 27-28). It also shows the 
dates 1821 and 1921 in roman numerals 
divided by the aztec sign ''nahui oilin'' 
(four movements). The engraver or die 
sinker for this coin was Emilio del Moral. 

In an effort to standardize the eagleon 
all coats of arms in use. President Abelar- 
do L. Rodriguez signed the decree of 
February 5th, 1934 ordering that on ly the 
eagif in profile should be used as the 
official coat of arms. Two years later the 
first copper-nickel coins of this century 
In Mexico were minted, the 5 and 10 
centavo covered by the decree of March 
26th, 1936. Recalling the gold 20 peso 
pieces struck In 1917, the obverses of 
these coins showed a hooked neck eagle 
and the reverse border represents part 
of the Aztec calendar stone. The rest of 
the minor coins soon followed suit in 
changing their designs and returning to 
the hooked neck eagle.

In 1945 conditions of the silver market 
forced Mexico to discontinue the silver 
one peso that appeared in 1918. In 1947 a 
new peso with a profile eagle was coined 
with a 0.500 fineness. It was only minted 
three consecutive years (Figure 29). It 
was substituted in 1950 by another peso 
with a modified eagle and a reduced 
silver fineness of 0.300 (Figure 30). This 
last coin was minted for only one year. 
This same year, 1950, a very interesting 
fifty centavo coin was also minted. It has 
a profile eagle on the obverse and on the 
reverse has the effigy of Cuauhtemoc, 
the last aztec emperor, with the aztec

hieroglyph of a ''falling eagle.'' This can 
be seen on the right side, just above the 
numerals: 50 Cts. In this century 1950 
was the first year that all Mexican coins 
showed the eagle in profile, as up to 1949 
both the profile eagle and facing eagles 
shared honors. There are, of course, 
variations from one denomination to 
the other and some times from one issue 
to the next, such as in the 20 centavo 
copper coins of 1955 in which we had 
two different eagles in the same year, 
but with the same reverse. 

For a few years after 1950 Mexico did 
not mint any one peso coins. Then in 



1957 a new one peso with a new eagle 
was minted in a quaternary alloy. This 
coin was minted from 1957 to 1967 
inclusive and was the last peso to have 
any silver (Figure 31). It has a fineness of 
0.100 of silver. 

In 1968 President Gustavo Diaz Ordaz 
signed the decree dated September 7th 
ordering a new design of the eagle-and- 
snake. It is a brand new design, made up 
by Senor F. Luna, In triplicate. President 
Diaz Ordaz personally delivered a copy 
to the records of three important offices, 
namely, the Archive General de la Na- 
cion (National Archives); the Museo de 
Historia Natural (National Museum of 
History in Chapultepec Castle); and the 
Direccion de la Casa de Moneda (Mex- 
ico City Mint). This design was used for a 
new denomination, the silver 25 peso 
coin struck in commemoration of the 
Olympic games held In Mexico. 

Another milestone in Mexico's 
numismatic history came In 1970 as the 
same eagle in profile was shown on all 
coins minted. Presentday Mexican coins 
incorporate several elements: the eagle- 
and-snake as the aztecs once used; the 
name of our country, Estados Unidos 
Mexicanos; and on the other side, a 
national hero from either of the two 
most important social movements — the 
Independence of 1810orthe Revolution 
of 1910, both important in the social 
structure of our country. 

This short history of the first of those 
elements, the snake-and-eagle symbol 
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on the official coinage of Mexico, has 
undoubtably proven the symbors 
destiny in Mexican history — from its 
first appearance in the Mexican coat of 


arms in 1325, 650 years ago, until that 
unimaginable day when the great Mex- 
ican people should cease to remember 
their heritage. 
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Medal Marks 500th Anniversary of Michelangelo’s Birth 


A limited edition of medals commemorating the 500th anniversary of the birthdate of the 
world renowned Renaissance sculptor-painter-architect, Michelangelo, have been struck by the 
Lombardo Mint, Derby Line, Vermont. 

The medal's obverse features the self portrait of Michelangelo painted at the height of his 
career. Around the portrait is the Inscription MICHELANGELO BUONARROTI / 1475-1564. 

On the reverse the inscription SCULPTOR * PAINTER • ARCHITECT / SOOTH ANNIVERSARY 
1475-1975, surrounds interpretations of some of Michelangelo's most notable masterpieces — 
the statue of David, the Dome of St. Peter's Basilica, and figures painted on the walls of the SIstine 
Chapel. 

The Lombardo Mint commissioned the renowned sculptor, Arnaldo Marchetti. Professor 
Marchetti, a graduate of the Carrara Fine Arts School and the Fine Arts Institute of Florence, and 
creator of statues and paintings for churches and public buildings throughout the world. 

The Michelangelo medal is limited to 500 2 inch antiqued bronze at $20 each, 300 2 inch pure 
silver (frosted proof) at $45 each, and 100 1 1/2 inch 24 kt. gold at $350 each. With the 
purchase of a gold medal, the collector will receive, at no extra charge, a 1 1/2 inch pure silver 
and 1 1/2 inch antiqued bronze medal, this constituting a ebmplete 3 piece gold, silver and 
bronze set in a handsome presentation case.

Sunken treasure! There is something utterly compelling about treasure 
recovered from the cold and forbidding sea after centuries of concealment. 
The idea of gold and silver coins waiting in the worn and coral encrusted 
remains of an ancient galleon excites the imagination^and to the numismatist 
jaded with the collecting of coins by date and mintmark, the coins recovered 
from these sunken wrecks offer a new and intriguing collecting challenge. 
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In recent years improvements in div- 
ing equipment and electronic metal 
locating devices have made possible the 
exploration of dozens of sunken wrecks, 
some with fabulous cargoes of gold and 
silver coins. As the numismatic fruits of 
these ocean harvests have reached the 
market, they have delighted the hearts 
of many collectors bored by the current 
flood of medals, silver bars,and dubious 
foreign proof sets. The pleasure of 
holding in one's hand the sea-tarnished 
relic of an ancient tragedy is one which 
makes other collecting efforts seem 
pallid Indeed. 

The collector who becomes really 
''hooked" on the subject, and wants to 
read everything he can relating to 
sunken treasure, will find that In addi- 
tion to the announcements of new 
discoveries and the periodic auction 
catalogues of recovered coins, there is a 
wealth of literature on the subject by 
such experts as Robert Nesmith, Robert 
Marx, Kip Wagner, and many others. 
The pleasure of owning a coin from a 
famous sunken treasure is multiplied by 
the quiet enjoyment of reading the story 
of the ship itself — the passengers and 
cargo It carried, the account of its 
journey to its final resting place, and 
finally, no less exciting, the story of the 
later discovery and exploration of the 
wreck. 

One of the most significant aspects of 
the recent discoveries is the fact that 
they have brought back into the 
numismatic world coin rarities unknown 
until their recovery from the sunken 
wrecks. As an example, the wreck of the 
Dutch ship Hollandia yielded In 1971 a 
number of specimens of 1732 and 1733 
Spanish pillar dollars which prior to that 
time had been exceptional rarities. The 
gold and silver coins recovered from the 
Treasure Fleet of 1715 included many 
varieties of 2, 4, and 8 reales , and 1, 2, 4, 
and 8 escudo cobs, which had previously 
been unknown and which were of major 
significance to collectors of Spanish 
colonial coins. 

In addition there is the archaelogical 
value of recovered treasure, just as the 
uncovering of the ruins and artifacts of 
Pompeii offered us a snapshot of the 


everyday life of Romans at a point in 
ancient time, so does the discovery of 
each of these sunken wrecks offer a 
similar opportunity. The recovery of 
nautical gear, rare navigation equip- 
ment, arms, and personal objects, offers 
us a fascinating glimpse of sea life in 
earlier days, a glimpse which would 
otherwise have been unavailable. 

A word of caution is in order for the 
prospective purchaser of treasure- 
salvaged coins. In addition to the large 
number of authentic gold and silver 
treasure coins available to collectors, a 
number of very deceptive counterfeits 
have also appeared on the scene. (Virgil 
Hancock did an excellent analysis of the 
current treasure coin counterfeit situa- 
tion in his column "Featuring Fakes" in 
the November 1973, January 1974, and 
July 1975 issues of The Numismatist.) 
The coin collector purchasing a sea 
salvaged coin would be well advised to 
buy only from a reputable dealer and to 
insist on a guarantee of authenticity. 

Following is a brief description of 
some of the more famous treasure 
searches. Including the actual disposi- 
tion of the treasure after recovery. It 
should be pointed out, that In addition 
to the wrecks discussed here, there have 
been other recent treasure recoveries, 
many of which also yielded substantial 
treasure. 

Nuestra Senora de La Concepcion 

T reasure hunting has attracted adven- 
turous people for hundreds of years. 
One of the most successful efforts was 
the salvaging In 1687 of a substantial 
portion of the fabulous treasure of the 
Spanish ship Nuestra Senora de La Con- 
cepcion. The Nuestra Senora, a leaky, 
unseaworthy Spanish galleon was dash- 
ed to pieces on the reefs of the Ambrosia 
Banks in 1659. Of the 514 people aboard 
the ship, only 190 survived. Although the 
ship went down in shallow waters, Spain 
did not undertake salvage operations, 
and other parties looking for the wreck 
site were unable to locate It. The wreck 
was finally discovered in 1687 by William 
Phips, an American seaman, who, 
obsessed with the idea of locating the 
legendary ship, had sailed to England 
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and persuaded the wealthy Duke of 
Albemarle to back his venture with 
financial support and two ships. After an 
exhausting and frustrating search, the 
coral covered wreck was located in 
shallow waters. Utilizing primitive div- 
ing equipment and long-handled rakes, 
Phips and his crew recovered treasure 
beyond their wildest dreams. According 
to records, the recovered treasure con- 
sisted of 37,538 pounds of pieces of 
eight; 27,556 pounds, 4 ounces of silver 
bars and cakes; 25 pounds, 7 ounces of 
gold; and a miscellaneous collection of 
jewels and trinkets. Phips, in addition to 
receiving 11,000 pounds as his share of 
the treasure, was knighted and given a 
royal commission to return to America 
as High Sheriff of the Massachusetts 
Colony where he later became gover- 
nor. 

This was not the end of the story of the 
Nuestra Senora, however, for a recent 
attempt to rediscover the wreck and 
recover the remainder of her fabulous 
treasure was undertaken by the famous 
undersea explorer jacques-Yves 
Cousteau. Utilizing his ship the Calypso, 
and its well trained crew, Cousteau 
searched the treacherous reef of the 
Silver Banks for the long-lost ship in 
1968. After a careful search they dis- 
covered a wreck in the approximate 
longitude and latitude where Phips had 
originally discovered the Nuestra 
Senora. The heavy encrustation of coral 
on the wreck made recovery operatrons 
extremely difficult. Clumps of coral 
pried from the wreck site had to be 
raised to the Calypso's deck and broken 
open with sledgehammers to recover 
the encrusted artifacts. Despite high 
initial hopes of duplicating Phip's 
famous success, the only gold items 
recovered were a medal and a cross, and 
the only silver, a few belt buckles. Also 
recovered were a number of cannon, 
cannonballs, and pottery. The final irony 
was the discovery of a scale weight dated 
1756, which revealed that the wreck they 
had been working with such back- 
breaking effort was actually one hun- 
dred years younger than the Nuestra 
Senora. 


The remainder of the treasure of the 
Nuestra Senora de La Concepcion 
remains encrusted in coral, silently 
waiting for the next intrepid treasure 
hunter. 

The Treasure Fleet of 1715 

Probably the most famous of recent 
treasure finds was the discovery in 1959 
near Fort Pierce, Florida, of the remains 
of the Spanish Treasure Fleet of 1715. On 
July 24th, 1715, the annual Spanish 
Treasure Fleet set sail from Havana 
headed for Spain carrying gold, silver, 
and jewels from the New World, and 
porcelains and silk from the Orient. The 
planned route of the fleet was up the 
Strait of Florida to Cape Canaveral 
where it would then head east across the 
Atlantic to Spain. The eleven heavily 
laden ships, under the command of 
General Don Juan Esteban de Ubilla, had 
been delayed in their departure from 
Havana for weeks by bureaucratic delays 
which in the end proved fatal to the 
ships. Off the east coast of Florida on July 
31st the fleet was caught in a hurricane. 
Despite all efforts the ships were driven 
steadily shoreward by the shrieking 
wind. All but one of the ships were 
smashed to pieces on the jagged reefs.

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Over 1,000 men were lost in the tragedy, 
one of the worst maritime disasters of all 
time. The survivors staggered into St. 
Augustine after many privations and 
reported the calamity. The Spanish lost 
no time in attempting salvage 
operations with ships launched from 
Havana within weeks after word reach- 
ed the authorities. Utilizing native divers 
and primitive diving bells, the Spanish 
recovered over 4,000,000 pieces of eight, 
but most of the treasure remained 
hidden in the sea for 250 years. 

The wreck sites were rediscovered in 
1959 by Kip Wagner, a determined 
treasure hunter who had carefully 
researched the story of the Treasure 
Fleet in the Spanish archives in Seville 
and carefully narrowed down the possi- 
ble locations. After first locating with a 
metal detector the location on the 
beach where the Spanish had establish- 
ed a salvage camp to melt recovered 
silver coins into bars for easier shipment, 
he then located, using the campsite as a 
reference point, a sunken wreck lying in 
shallow water, identifiable only by the 
outline of the ship's ballast stones and 
cannon. Recognizing that recovery ef- 
forts would require heavy expenditures 
of time, effort, and money, Wagner 
combined with seven other interested 
treasure seekers to form the '‘Real Eight 
Company." 

Pooling their talents, resources, and 
time, they began to explore the site of 
the wreck and other 1715 Fleet wreck 
sites also located by Wagner. After a 
slow start in which they found only some 
silver wedges and many earthenware 
potsherds at the first wreck site, they 
moved their efforts to one of the other 
sites. Here their work was quickly 
rewarded by the recovery of thousands 
of silver pieces of eight, some in coral 
encrusted clumps and some as in- 
dividual coins. Expanding their efforts 
through the early 1960's on these and 
other 1715 wreck sites by recruiting into 
the search effort the experienced 
treasure hunter Mel Fisher, they began 
locating large quantities of gold, in 
addition to silver, pottery, and other 
artifacts. As diving continued, they add- 


ed to their initial finds with exciting 
regularity. In addition to the coins, a 
number of golden rings and medallions 
were recovered, and a number of rare 
pieces of K'ang Hsi china which had 
been protected from the ravages of the 
deep by the clay in which it was packed. 

Millions of dollars in treasure has 
been recovered from the wrecks, and 
the coins have been offered through 
sale and auction by a number of the 
country’s leading coin companies, in- 
cluding Stack's, Parke-Bernet, and Hans 
Schulman. The auction catalogues have 
listed, particularly among the gold coins, 
numismatic rarities unknown until their 
recent recovery from the sea. This has to 
rank as one of the most significant 
treasure finds of all times, in terms of its 
historical significance, the sheer volume 
of treasure recovered, and its 
numismatic significance. 

Lucayan Beach Treasure 

A discovery of what may really be 
called “pirate treasure" was the dis- 
covery of 10,000 pieces of eight off the 
coast of Lucayan Beach, Grand Bahama 
Island In 1964. The coins, along with 
cannon, ballast stones, and an anchor 
were found in ten feet of water. The fact 
that none of the coins bear dates later 
than 1628 may connect the coins to a 
famous piece of piracy which took place 
that year. For it was in November, 1628, 
that Piet Heyn, sailing under the Dutch 
flag, captured an entire Spanish 
Treasure armada. The fleet had gathered 
In Havana for the trip to Spain, and was 
surprised and captured before it could 
begin its journey. It is speculated that 
the wrecked ship was part of the cap- 
tured fleet and went down during the 
journey to the Netherlands. Eight reale 
and four reale coins from the wreck were 
offered for sale in 1971 by Spink and Son, 
Ltd. of England and In 1972 by Colonial 
Coins of Texas. 

Hollandia 

Important discoveries have also been 
made on the other side of the Atlantic. 
After an intensive search, the remainsof 
the Dutch ship Hollandia were located 
in 1969 off St. Agnes Island in the Scilly 
Isles. The Hollandia had been bound for 
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1740 Spanish pillar dollar recovered from the 
Hollandia wreck. 


Batavia in the Dutch East Indies in 1745, 
under the command of Captain Jan 
Kelder. She carried in her cargo 129,700 
guilders' worth of Spanish and Dutch 
silver coins intended for trading use. Ten 
days out of port, on July 13, the ship 
struck Gunner Rock in Broad Sound off 
St. Agnes Island and went down in 22 
fathoms of water. There were no sur- 
vivors. 

After years of research and diving, and 
aided by a proton magnetometer, the 
wreck site was discovered in 1969 by a 
team of seven men led by Rex Cowan, a 
London lawyer. More than 14,000 gold 
and silver coins were recovered by 
Cowan and his team. Many of the silver 
pieces of eight and the Dutch silver 
ducatoons were in remarkably well 
preserved condition. Some of the coins 
were auctioned in a sale held by Sotheby 


Parke-Bernet in 1972, and others were 
offered for sale later by Houston 
Numismatic Exchange and other 
dealers. Among the coins featured in 
these offerings were specimens of the 
very rare 1732 and 1733 pillar dollars. 

Le Chameau 

Not all recoveries have involved 
Spanish and Dutch ships. Readers of 
coin periodicals and newspapers are 
familiar with the exciting recovery of 
quantities of French gold louis d'orsand 
silver ecus from the French payship Le 
Chameau. The Le Chameau was sunk on 
August 5, 1725 in a violent storm about 
12 miles east of Loulsburg with the lossof 
all 316 passengers and crew. In spite of 
French efforts, very little of the treasure 
was recovered (about 6,000 livres out of 
268,696 livres), and it remained un- 
touched for 240 years. In 1961, Alex 
Storm, while skindiving near Chameau 
Rock, found a silver coin dated 1724, a 
cannon, and some cannon balls. The 
Chameau had been rediscovered. Storm 
and his partners methodically searched 
the wreck area, and their efforts were 
rewarded with large quantities of gold 
and silver coins. Following the resolu- 
tion of a five year court battle with 
members of an earlier partnership, the 
coins were auctioned by Parke-Bernet 
Galleries in New York. Auctioned items 
included 688 coins, silverware, a gold 
cross, and an emerald ring. The auction 
brought a total of $199,680. 

Girona of the Spanish Armada 

One of the oldest and most romantic 
of sea-salvaged treasures is that of the 
Girona. The ship, a galleon of the 
Spanish Armada, was beating its weary 
way home to Spain from a disastrous 
defeat by the English ships of Drake and 
Frobisher when, on October 26, 1588, it 
was smashed upon the rocks of the 
Giants Causeway on the northern coast 
of Ireland in a howling gale. Under the 
command of Don Alfonso Martinez de 
Leiva, the ship, with 1,300 sick and 
starving men jammed into it, had been 
attempting to reach the sanctuary of 
Scotland's Catholic west coast when it 
was driven ashore a few miles from its 
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destination. Of the 1,300 men on board, 
only 5 reached shore alive. Her arms, 
cannon, stores, and treasure sank 
beneath the waves, and it was a Imost 400 
years later that the wreck site was 
rediscovered by the Belgian diver 
Robert Stenuit. Though much of the 
treasure had been recovered soon after 
the wreck in 1588, arduous and lengthy 
work by Stenuit and his party uncovered 
navigational instruments, cannon and 
other artifacts, and a large quantity of 
gold and silver coins from Spain, Naples, 
Portugal, and the Low Countries. It 
appears that there is little chance that 
many of these coins will reach the 
numismatic market since the Ulster 
Museum launched a publlcsubscriptlon 
drive to purchase the coins and other 
artifacts of the Girona. 

Nuestra Senora de Atocha 

A great deal of excitement was 
created in the summer of 1973, by the 
announcement of the discovery of what 
could eventually turn out to be the 
richest single treasure find. The treasure 
hunting firm Treasure Salvors, already 
famed for their participation in the 
multi-million dollar treasure recovered 
from the Fleet of 1715 in the 1960's, 
announced that they had located the 
wreck of the Nuestra Senora de Atocha, 
lost in a hurricane in 1622 off the 
Marquesas Islands. At the time she was 
sunk, the ship was carrying more than 47 
tons of silver and 27 tons of gold. The 
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ship was positively identified by one of 
the silver bars recently recovered, the 
registration number of which matched 
the description in the cargo manifest of 
the Atocha in the Spanish archives. The 
initial exploration of the wreck yielded 
silver bars, silver coins, jewelry, naviga- 
tion instruments, guns, and cannon 
balls, and it was expected that the 
continuing search would locate millions 
of dollars In additional treasure. 

Treasure Fleet of 1733 

In July of 1733, the annual Spanish 
treasure fleet embarked from Havana 
headed for Spain. The fleet consisted of 
eighteen merchant ships guarded by 
two sixty gun men-of-war,and each ship 
was loaded with gold and silver barsand 
coins. At that time of year the fleet, 
which was under the command of Ad- 
miral Don Rodrigo de Torres, had ex- 
pected to avoid the hurricane season. 
However, once the ships were well into 
the Bahama Channel, they were 
overwhelmed by a major hurricane. The 
fleet was separated, scattered by the 
storm, and seventeen of the twenty ships 
were driven onto the coral reefs of the 
Florida Keys. Since they had grounded 
in relatively shallow water, most of the 
crew and passengers were saved. Much 
of the treasure was also recovered, some 
immediately, and some in later Spanish 
salvage operations by skindivers. 

Additional treasure recoveries have 
been made from the wrecks of the Fleet 
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of 1733 in recent years. In the 1950's, the 
wreck of the Capitana was located by 
Arthur McKee of Treasure Harbor, 
Florida, and a considerable number of 
artifacts were recovered. Included were 
gold rings and medals, silverware, 
daggers, pistols, nautical Instruments, 
over twenty cannon, and almost a thou- 
sand silver coins. 

In 1968, Tom Gurr, a Florida diver, 
located the wreck of the San Joseph y Las 
Animas, another ship of the Fleet of 1733 
galleons, in the Florida Keys at a depth of 
35 feet. The wreck site, marked by the 
ballast stones of the galleon, was ex- 
plored with powerful vacuum cleaner 
type suction pipes which removed the 
covering sands. As artifacts from the 
wreck were recovered, Mendel Peter- 
son of the Smithsonian Institution was 
called In, and the wreck was positively 
identified as the San Joseph. Records 
from the Archives of the Indies in 
Seville, Spain, indicated that the ship was 
carrying approximately two million 
dollars In gold and silver coins. Among 
the Items recovered by Gurr from the 
San Joseph were 25 cannon, several 
anchors, gold rings and medallions, 
pottery, and many gold and silver coins. 
The numismatic significance of the coins 
was notable since 1732 was the year of 
transition from the cob to the pillar 
dollar, and a number of “recortados'' 
were recovered from the wreck. The 
'‘recortado'' was a transitional coin 
roughly shaped like the cob, but struck 
with the screw type presses introduced 
in 1733. (A select group of coins from the 
wreck was listed for auction by The 
American Auction Association but was 
later withdrawn). 


Treasure Prospects For the Future 

As treasure hunting becomes in- 
creasingly scientific, and as diving and 
metal detection techniques and equip- 
ment become Increasingly 
sophisticated, we can expect to read of 
the location of additional wrecks and 
the recovery of additional treasure. 
Hundreds of millions of dollars in 
treasure and huge quantities of 
historically significant artifacts wait 
silently in the ocean depths. Many of the 
coins recovered from these wrecks will 
appear on the numismatic market and, 
as in the past, some great numismatic 
rarities will be offered. One inhibiting 
factor to these treasure hunting ac- 
tivities may be the increasing amount of 
litigation over ownership or division of 
the spoils between successful treasure 
hunters and the state or foreign 
governments in whose waters the 
treasure was located. To the extent that 
individuals previously willing to spend 
great amounts of time and money on a 
speculative treasure hunting expedition 
now feel uncertain about their ability to 
keep a significant portion of their find, 
we can see in the future either a decline 
in treasure hunting activities or a 
tendency on the part of successful 
treasure hunters to keep their finds 
secret until statute of limitations laws 
run out. 

Still, as long as man's quest for adven- 
ture and sudden treasure remain, it's a 
likely prospect that the treasure buff 
eagerly reading numismatic journals 
and magazines in hopes of discovering 
news of new finds will find his efforts 
rewarded.

The Issue 

There has been, in our hobby and business, a tremendous desire to associate 
ourselves with professionalism. This great yearn for identity has set the numismatic 
community on fire. Many a fracas has resulted as the issues of the day are brought to 
the table. 


Issues have come and they have dis- 
appeared. Some have been solved with 
workable solutions while others have 
been left to dawdle as if they were being 
carried down a shady country lane upon 
the shoulders of a sluggish old man. 

Through the years, the outstanding 
topic of controversy has been the 
grading of numismatic articles. In fact, 
one would not be exaggerating to say 
that the subject has caused everything 
short of chaos within the entire scope of 
numismatics. 

Yet, as important as the grading ques- 
tion is, few critical thoughts have seen 
the light of the numismatic press. This 
seemingly laissez-faire policy of non- 


interference has not, however, been the 
fault of the press. Our hobby has been 
blessed with people in publishing 
positions who have always tried to ex- 
pose us to every side of an issue. 

One can only assume that controver- 
sial writings regarding grading have not 
come forth in greater strength because 
people tend to treat grading as a 
stranger and their personal xenophobia 
does not allow opposing views to flow 
from the pen. 

The beginning of the end of the 
grading issue will undoubtedly fall 
before us within the first quarter of our 
Bicentennial year. Abe Kosoff and his 
team, on behalf of the ANA, will present 
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to > he numismatic world the fruit of their 
labors of investigation into the grading 
question. 

The People & Problems 

Let us take our question to the body of 
persons who compose the numismatic 
community. In order to gain the proper 
erspective of the grading problem, it 
ecomes necessary to arrange in classes 
the various people who are involved. In 
as much as the classification of a person 
is rather risky, let us stress the assurance 
that we are only speaking in generalities 
for the sake of discussion. 

The seasoned old-time collector who 
was involved with numismatics before 
the Second World War often feels the 
habit of the way things have always been 
done and out of self defense wants this 
familiar procedure to continue 
throughout his lifetime, He resists any 
change in the terminology of grading. 

Without a doubt, it would be nice if 
things would not have to change. We 
must, however, face the simple reality 
that after many years of aimless wander- 
ing, numismatics has '"grown up.'' We 
who are involved in the hobby have 
become a part of a tremendous business 
which dictates change. When one is able 
to grasp the sheer immensity of 
numismatic business, it becomes quite 
clear that change is in the best interest of 
the order. 

The collector whose interest was first 
spawned in the early 1950's is, perhaps, a 
bit more perceptive for he has been 
exposed to change in the form of a 
number of different grading techniques. 

The common problem confronting a 
person within this class is that change 
has made its appearance so often that 
the thought of still another change 
looms before him as rather un- 
interesting matter. After all, how can 
one hope to become skilled at a subject 
which has met with so much change. 
The intermixing of methods and 
thoughts has been enough to disorient 
even the most stable of collectors. 

Now let's consider the collector of the 
last decade and a half. His numismatic 
delight was probably stirred by the 
intense investing interest generated 
during the early sixties. At that time, the 


cardinal rule of reading the book before 
diving in was all but forgotten. The allure 
of buying huge quantities of material by 
the roll or even by the bag left little 
purpose in learning the fine techniques 
of grading. Great profits were reaped 
for several years, until the illusion was 
finally shattered and there was but little 
Investment money remaining to absorb 
the huge quantities of available material. 

In a somewhat vindictive manner, 
these people were lost to the collecting 
community. Today, however, stirred by 
the strong numismatic market, a 
number of these people are again enter- 
ing the numismatic investment field, 
and this time they seek a standard form 
of grading with clearly defined rules. 

This investment aspect of rare 
numismatic articles has brought still 
another situation to us within the past 
several years. A new breed of collector 
has been born — the short term 
speculator. He has avidly sought top 
grade material, and, in many cases, 
parted with fabulous amounts of federal 
currency to gain wanted items. 

The problem which has surfaced here 
is that all too often knowledge of grading 
has not proceeded his zeal to purchase. 
As could be expected, this left many a 
speculator with merchandise worth far 
less than its price. So, a person in this 
class is eagerly awaiting standardization 
in the form of a system which will be 
concise, yet easy to understand and 
follow. 

And what about the junior collector of 
today? Great steps must be taken to offer 
a system to him which will be within his 
understanding. Again we must be ac- 
curate but concise. Should we not do 
this, we could place ourselves in the 
position of losing the interest of our 
youth through the confusion of ram- 
bling descriptions. 

Last of all is the coin dealer, who has 
been placed in the position of bearing 
the brunt of the wrath of the dissatisfied 
collector. While the overwhelming ma- 
jority of our dealers act in a manner 
which they feel is fair, we find included 
in their ranks those rascals who feed 
upon the inexperience of a disturbingly 
large percentage of amateur collectors. 
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The honest dealer will welcome with 
open arms a universally accepted 
method of grading which will boast 
accuracy. Now, more than ever, the 
desire to associate professionalism with 
the business is in the best interest of the 
dealer. 

The advise of knowing your dealer 
certainly has merit. If you really want to 
do yourself a favor, however, know your 
grading so that in your own mind a 
question never arises. This will not only 
benefit yourself, but your dealer as well. 
Instinct Grading 

Many years ago, grading had but a 
small effect upon the bartering of 
numismatic articles. Collectors simply 
procured examples of needed items in 
as high a state of preservation as possi- 
ble. In fact, collectors were so few, that 
in many cases specimens were obtained 
directly from the mint, which at that 
time produced articles of an un- 
disputable grade. 

As the hobby caught on, however, 
numismatic material was given the dis- 
tinction of being either circulated or 
uncirculated. At this point only extreme 
rarities were sought in circulated condi- 
tion. 

There came a point in time, however, 
when uncirculated material was not 
available for the number of active 
collectors. The need for some type of 
grading system then became apparant, 
even though material was still seldom 
saved In grades below what we know 
today as Fine. 

There had been no rules laid out for 
grading, so early collectors and dealers 
graded by instinct. The commonly 
referred to grades were Fair, Fine, Ex- 
tremely Fine, and Uncirculated. Proof 
coins were also collected avidly. It is 
Interesting to note that Fair took into 
consideration all material that could not 
meet the standards for Fine condition. 

The instinct system served its purpose 
well until the advent of the "'regular 
collector.'" People who fell into this 
category sought circulated grades in 
order to avoid paying premium prices. 
After all, why should one pay $1.10 for a 
seated dollar when with a little patience 
one could be found in circulation. New 


terminology was added to the system 
and lower grade material gained identi- 
ty* 

Many find it difficult to believe that 
grading by instinct was once a common 
practice. It should be pointed out, 
however, that this very system is in wide 
use today, especially in the foreign coin 
and exonumia fields, where standard 
guidelines have not been formulated. 
Instinct grading is quite accurate, but in 
order to grade in this manner, one has to 
be in the position of handling large 
quantities of material, which eliminates 
many collectors. Dealers often utilize 
this method today. 

Line Drawings...Brown & Dunn 

In 1958, a rather revolutionary guide 
burst upon the numismatic scene. The 
Guide To The Grading Of United States 
Coins by Martin R. Brown and John W. 
Dunn filled a much needed void, and 
their work soon became the standard 
reference. Brown and Dunn recognized 
six principal categories in their grading 
system of United States coins: Good, 
Very Good, Fine, Very Fine, Extremely 
Fine, and About Uncirculated. 

Brown and Dunn advocate that In 
order to properly grade circulated coins, 
effort should be made to examine an 
uncirculated specimen of the type of 
coin to be graded. Familiarity of the 
design, they state, is essential in order to 
make an accurate appraisal. Under 
properly lighted conditions, coins 
should be viewed from different angles 
with magnification in order to check all 
key points of design. 

In the 1969 edition of their book. 
Brown and Dunn introduced the "New 
B & D System." In the decade which had 
elapsed since their first edition, the 
numismatic community had given in to 
the fact that within grades, other grades 
were possible. That is, if a certain coin 
easily met the minimum standards for 
Fine, but was not quite clear enough to 
be rated Very Fine, the coin was better 
than an ordinary Fine. It was upon this 
realization that our grading problems 
really started to take hold. 

Brown and Dunn offered this remedy 
for the exclusion of rambling descriptive 
adjectives. An A to E designation was

SMALL CENT — Indian Head, 1859-1909 



For the obverse, an Indian girl’s head is adorned with war bonnet on 
which is the word LIBERTY in raised letters. Ribbon on which LIB- 
ERTY appears continues down past hair curls and shows diamond de- 
signs. UNITED STATES OF AMERICA is in circular arrangement 
around head. 

For the 1859 reverse, a wreath of laurel encloses the denomination 
ONE CENT. For the 1860-1909 reverse, a wreath of oak leaves with 
small heraldic shield at top between the ends of the wreath encloses the 
denomination ONE CENT. The “S” mint mark for 1908 and 1909 issues 
is found on the reverse under ribbon of wreath. From 1859-1864, copper- 
nickel is used; from 1864-1909, bronze. 

FAIR 

Coin will be identified as to type, but with very weak date.

ABOUT GOOD 



Lettering will be partially worn away. Date will be visible. 


GOOD 




Indian girl’s head will be well outlined with all feathers present but show- 
ing considerable wear. LIBERTY on headband will be worn smooth. 
Date and all letters in legends will be readable. 
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VERY GOOD 

Any three letters of the word LIBERTY on the 
headband will show although the bottom of the 
letters may be weak. 



FINE 

Full LIBERTY on headband must be present 
with some of the letters worn but plain and read- 
able. 



VERY FINE 

Full LIBERTY will show on headband with all 
letters sharp and showing even wear. Some of the 
diamond designs will show on the ribbon along 
the neck of the Indian girl. Letters “IBER” in 
LIBERTY must not be weak. 


EXTREMELY FINE 

LIBERTY on the headband will be strong with 
no letters worn. The feathers will be well defined 
with details sharp. There will be some wear above 
ear and curl to the right of the ribbon. Most of 
the diamond designs on ribbon will show plainly. 


ABOUT UNCIRCULATED 

Only a trace of wear will show on all high points, 
including hair above ear and hair curl to the right 
of ribbon. Only a very small amount of wear will 
show on the end of the ribbon. 


Special Notation: For all 1864 “L” cents, the letter “L” must be read- 
able, even for those in GOOD condition. Coins graded ABOUT GOOD 
of this date and with “L” will show a poor letter but must be good enough 
to be verified. On many UNCIRCULATED dates, the diamond designs 
will show up very poorly; hence on lesser grades, the diamond designs may 
show weakly, if at all. 
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added to their system. The basic mean- 
ing of the letter additions were: 

A: Almost the next higher grade, 
with the exception of About Uncir- 
culated A indicated normal About 
Uncirculated by the B&D system 
and Proof A being perfect with no 
hairlines. 

B: Normal condition of the grade 
being assigned to the article with 
the exception of About Uncir- 
culated B which indicated that the 
obverse is normal AU and the 
reverse is obviously not as nice due 
to either wear or weakness of strike. 
Uncirculated B is a well struck coin 
showing minor bag marks and Proof 
B shows minor hairlines. 

C: The obverse of the coin Is 
normal and the reverse is not as nice 
due to either strike or wear with the 
exceptions of Good C, which means 
that the rim is partially worn into the 
lettering. For AU-C, the reverse is 
normal and the obverse is not as 
nice! UNC-C would show a weak 
reverse strike and Proof C would 
have minor scratches or abrasion. 

D: Very Good to Extremely Fine 
indicates that the reverse is the 
normal condition whilethe obverse 
is obviously not as nice. Uncir- 
culated D heralds a weakly struck 
obverse while Proof D shows minor 
evidence of circulation. 

E: This designation refers only to 
Proof coins. A Proof D is a coin that 
has seen circulation, thus it is to be 
graded using standard B&D 
procedure. 

From what we can gather, this system 
never caught on very well. The system 
itself is good. Ftowever it lacks much 
needed brevity. 

Brown and Dunn went even two steps 
further. They expanded their system so 
that it could show characteristics of a 
coin in addition to the grade. They also 
initiated a system whereas the 
characteristics could be pinpointed 
upon the coin with the use of Roman 
numerals as they would appear on the 
face of a clock. Their list of 


characteristics were given the following 
numerical assignments: 

1. Edge bump. 

2. Several edge bumps. 

3. Noticeable scratch. 

4. Several noticeable scratches. 

5. Light gouge (sometimes caus- 
ed by mechanical fingers in ejecting 
coins). 

6. Several light gouges. 

7. Slight abrasion or rubbed 
place (sometimes called cabinet 
friction). 

8. Several abrasions or rubbed 
places. 

9. Single rim nick. 

10. Several rim nicks. 

11. Ciriginal mint luster. 

12. Only partial mint luster. 

13. Slight patina. 

14. Normal patina. 

15. Excessive tarnish. 

16. Die crack heavy enough to be 
noticeable. 

17. Several die cracks. 

18. Mint mark not struck up well. 

19. Digits in date flattened or not 
struck up well. 

20. Letters in some mottos or 
legends flattened or not struck up 
well. 

21. Coin is bent. 

22. Planchet lamination (piece of 
metal may be out or still hanging). 

23. Attempted hole. 

24. Plugged hole. 

25. Coin has been cleaned. 

26. Coin has been cleaned so 
severely as to injure surface. 

2. Attempted ^'doctoring'' to look 
uncirculated or even proof. 

28. Attempted '"doctoring" to 
look any other grade than what It Is. 

29. Attempted reengraving out- 
side of the Mint. 

Brown and Dunn state: "Using the new 
system of communicating the condition 
of any given coin a description might 
very well be stated In any advertisement 
or trading list as follows: VG-B-9-0-X. 

"Interpreting these simple symbols: 
This is a coin which is a normal Very 
Good condition except that it has a 
single rim nick on the obverse at ten

o'clock. Otherwise nineteen words are 
needed to tell the same story. The 
advantages of the B & D system are 
apparent." 

It should be noted, however, that 
under the new B & D system, the 
numismatist must contend with a 
minimum of 43,152 different grading 
combinations! Accuracy is apparent, but 
simplicity has been lost. 

The Brown and Dunn system is il- 
lustrated through the use of line 
drawings. There are those who feel that 
the picture can not be shown properly in 
this manner of illustration. How ever 
large this percentage of people is, will 
never be known. Many swear by the B & 
D system while others are more inclined 
to swear at it. 

Photos....The PhotoGrade System 

In 1970 James F. Ruddy introduced 
Photograde. The photograding system 
captured an immediate audience 
because the system boasted photos of 
coins in ail grades. Ruddy recognized 
the same basic grades as those found in 
Brown & Dunn. He did not, however, 
elect to go into split grades. 

The arrival of Photograde really stirred 


up the grading issue and the collecting 
community split about 50-50 between 
this new system and the generally 
recognized B & D method. The 
photograding system is particularly 
useful to people who don't have the 
opportunity to view various coi n types in 
different grades. It had a tremendous 
Impact upon the relatively inexperi- 
enced collector. 

Problems resulted when people 
began to realize that a photo is often 
viewed differently by different people. 
It has long been thought that the 
grading of numismatic articles is a rather 
personal thing, and consequently dis- 
agreements often times result. Some 
people insist that the introduction of 
Photograde compounded this problem 
to a very large degree. 

Brown and Dunn and Photograde are 
the commonly accepted guides at this 
time. It would probably be safe to 
assume that either method would serve 
the hobby well if it were the only 
available guide. The fact that they com- 
pete, so to speak, will not allow either to 
be universally accepted by collectors 
much less by dealers.

ABOUT GOOD 

Obverse: The rim will be worn down well 
into the letters. The date will be weak but 
readable. 

Reverse: The rim will be worn down into 
the wreath. 
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VERY GOOD 

Obverse: A total of any three letters of 
“LIBERTY” will show. This can be a 
combination of two full letters plus two half 
letters as not all dates of Indian cents wore 
uniformly. 

Reverse: The wreath will begin to show 
some detail. Note: The bottom of the “TV” 
in *^ONE** may be weak due to striking. 





FINE 

Obverse: A full “LIBERTY” will be 
visible but it wUl not be sharp. 

Reverse: The top part of the leaves will 
be worn smooth. The ribbon bow will show 
considerable wear. 



VERY FINE 

Obverse: A full sharp “LIBERTY” will be 
visible even though there is some wear. The 
feathers will be worn on the tips. Note: 
Indian cents cannot be graded by the 
diamond designs on the ribbon as this 
feature was not always sharply struck. 

Reverse: There will be more detail in the 
leaves and ribbon bow. 




EXTREMELY FINE 

Obverse: There must be a full sharp 
“LIBERTY.” The ends of the feathers 
(except on certain weakly struck issues, 
such as 1859-1864 copper-nickel pieces) will 
be sharply detailed. 

Reverse: There will be wear on the high 
points of the leaves and ribbon bow. 




ABOUT UNCIRCULATED 

Obverse: Only a trace of wear will show 
on the highest points such as above the ear 
and the lowest curl of hair. 

Reverse: Only a trace of wear will show 
on the highest points of the leaves and 
ribbon bow. 
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Quantitative Grading 
...The Sheldon System 

Numismatic items which are 
characterized on a quantitative grading 
scale would be reasonably easy to 
visualize if all people would indeed 
interpret a number in thesame way. This 
is not, however, a self-evident truth. 

An item which is graded on a quan- 
titative scale is measured in terms of 
quantity of perfection in regard to the 
way the coin left the Mint. In the classic 
work Penny Whimsy, author Df . William 
H. Sheldon lays down the science gover- 
ning a quantitative scale for determining 
the condition of early American 
coppers. 

Dr. Sheldon's scale progresses from 
one to seventy. On his scale, one means 
that the coin is identifiable and un- 
mutilated. A seventy coin is one that is in 
a flawless mint state without blemish. In 
recent years, the Sheldon system has 
been applied to most series of United 
States coins. 

Dr. Sheldon makes his quantitative 
comparisons to adjectival descriptions 
as follows: 

1- Basal State — Identifiable and 
unmutilated. 

2- Fair — The date and more than 
half of the detail can be made out. 

3- Very Fair — The date will be clear 
and practically all of the detail can 
be made out. 

4 5 6- Good — The date together 
with ail of the detail can be made 
out clearly. 

7 8 10-Very Good — Everything is 
boldly clear, but the sharpness of 
the coin may be largely gone. 

12 15-Fine — All of the design and 
ail of the inscriptions are sharp. 
Wear is appreciable only on the 
high surfaces. 

20 30- Very Fine — AH of the detail is 
sharp and only the highest surfaces 
show wear. 

40- Extremely Fine — Only the 
slightest trace of wear, or rubbing is 
to be seen on the high points. 

50- About Uncirculated — Typically 
a coin retains its full sharpness but is 
darkened or is a little off-color. 

60 65 70 - Mint State — Free from any 


trace of wear. For condition 60 a 
minor blemish or perhaps some 
microscopic injury or slight trace of 
discoloration might be present. For 
condition 65 a coin must be In not 
quite perfect mint state. Condition 
70 Is the ultimate of perfect mint 
state. 

Dr. Sheldon states, ''This progression 
Is of course a continuum, not a series of 
discrete steps, and for those who think 
quantitatively rather than adjectivally it 
Is more accurate to grade coins on a 
numeral scale than to try to fit them into 
a series of adjectival pigeonholes." 

It seems that about fifty percent of the 
people agree with Sheldon's conclusion 
noted above. The other fifty percent 
either disagree, or can not grasp what 
the good Doctor has said. This, by the 
way, is covered in Sheldon's conclusion 
which notes that people must think on a 
quantitative basis in order to utilize his 
system. 

Although Sheldon introduced his 
quantitative grading system In the late 
1940's, it looms before us as a basically 
unexplored frontier. The obvious 
reason is the mathematical vector within 
the system. 

Sheldon's primary goal was to get 
away from the use of adjectives in the 
grading of numismatic articles. His 
system cannot, however, be defined 
without their use. 

Recent years have shown a marked 
popularity in the use of this scale. It 
should be remembered, however, that 
this guide was tailored to early American 
copper coins, and much of the ter- 
minology does not fit well Into the 
grading of other coins. 

Adjectival Grading 

Coins which are graded adjectivally 
would certainly be easy to visualize if all 
people assigned the same meaning to 
the adjectives being used. But this has 
never been the case and no doubt never 
will be. 

To a very large extent, adjectives have 
been allowed to run rampant within the 
terminology of grading. While we can 
definitely not advocate the ambiguous 
use of adjectives, neither can we look 
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upon them as trivial or useless articles. 
Perhaps we should classify them as 
deceitful little demons which are to be 
approached with caution. 

Help could come in the form of 
investigating the true meaning of adjec- 
tives as descriptive words relating to that 
which is being classified. In all too many 
cases, adjectives are assigned emotional 
meanings in an attempt to appeal to a 
persons feelings rather than his intellect. 
Naturally, it would not be practical to 
pack a dictionary with us in our 
numismatic travels, but it would be to 
one's advantage to consult Webster to 
ferret out the actual meaning of adjec- 
tives which are often used to describe 
coins. 

The classic example of this would be 
to examine the meaning of the com- 
monly utilized adjective "'about." The 
dictionary states that "about" means 
"around." "Around," in turn, means 
"being in existence." So, the simple 
truth is that a term which we all take for 
granted covers a distance which could 
only be compared to infinity. 

Many other examples abound such as 
the one just given. We will not attempt 
to rewrite the numismatic dictionary, 
but would rather see the people seek 
this information on their own accord. 

This brings an interesting thought to 
mind. With the dawn of a new grading 
system,we should strive to assign accept- 
able meanings to adjectives which are 
used in the classification of coins. We 
must face the fact that adjectives are 
here to stay because the definition of 
any grading procedure would have to be 
outlined with the use of adjectives. 

Analogical Grading 

In the July 19, 1975 issue of 

Numismatic News Weekly, under my 
"Accent on Youth," byline, we propos- 
ed yet another method of grading. Our 
object was not to revolutionize the 
science of grading, but rather to outline 
something that had been the center of 
much talk — a quantitative grading 
system on a one to one hundred scale. 

The idea of a one to one hundred 
grading scale has long appealed to 
many. We pursued the subject because 


no one had stepped forth with a 
proposal on just how such a system 
might be set up. 

Our thinking was that through the use 
of an analogical grading system we 
could combine the better points of the 
adjectival system which in reality en- 
compasses all systems, and Sheldon's 
quantitative system. 

We defined the analogical grading 
system as a parallel of the adjectival and 
quantitative ratings. Present day terms 
were incorporated into the system. 

The following three objectives were 
outlined: 

QUANTITATIVE SCALE — 0 Uniden- 
tifiable, 5 Identifiable, 10 Poor, 15 
Fair, 20 About Good, 25 About 
Good to Good, 30 Good, 35 Good to 
Very Good, 40 Very Good, 45 Very 
Good to Fine, 50 Fine, 55 Fine to 
Very Fine, 60 Very Fine, 65 Very Fine 
to Extremely Fine, 70 Extremely 
Fine, 75 Extremely Fine to Almost 
Uncirculated, 80 Almost Uncir- 
culated, 85 Almost Uncirculated to 
Uncirculated, 90 Uncirculated, 95 
Brilliant Uncirculated, 100 Ab- 
solutely Perfect GEM.

Liberty and 
mottos full. 

60-All design sharp. Liberty and 
mottos show slight wear, 
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65-All design very sharp, Liberty and 
mottos rather sharp. 

70-All design exceedingly sharp. 
Liberty and mottos very sharp. 
75-High points show minimal wear. 
80-Only slight wear on high points 
(slider). 

85-Very slight wear on the highest 
points (super slider). 

90-No wear, luster not full. 

95-Full strike with full brilliance 
present (choice). 

100-Absolutely perfect with super 
brilliance (GEM). 

We noted that many would probably 
object strongly at a departure from the 
Sheldon quantitative scale. The main 
reason beng the phenomenal amount of 
material which has been graded with 
that scale. It was also pointed out that 
this method would be immediately 
prone to such statements as, 'Mf a coin is 
a fine 50, would it be half good or half 
bad?'' 

At any rate, the intention of the 
proposal was realized as the mail stacked 
up. We were able to make people don 
their thinking caps and investigate the 
proposal a bit further on their own, a 
task that Is not always easy to ac- 
complish. Nothing more has been done 
with this idea since the Numismatic 
News Weekly article,andit will probably 
die after having done its share to rouse

Standardization is the tool with which 
we can accomplish this and hopefully, 
this tool will be forged with the help of 
Kosoff and the study he Is heading. It 
will take everyone's help to institute a 
universally accepted grading standard, 
so consider the various systems at hand 
and their potential. Let us know what 
your thoughts are so that this standard 
will be a majority decision.

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Treasury Announces Plans to Reissue $2 Note 

Engraving from Famous Trumbull Painting of 
Declaration of Independence 
Signing Provides Bicentennial Theme 

Secretary of the Treasury William E. Simon announced during a November 
3, 1975, Treasury department press conference plans to reissue a $2 note, this 
time with a bicentennial theme. 
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The note's obverse features an engraving of Thomas Jefferson, author of the 
Declaration of Independence, from a portrait painted in the early 19th century by 
Gilbert Stuart. 

A bicentennial theme is provided on the reverse of the note by incorporating an 
engraved version of ''The Signing of the Declaration of Independence," a painting by 
John Trumball executed during the post- Revolutionary War period. 

Approximately 225 million of the new notes will be available for issue by Jefferson's 
birthday, April 13, 1976. Nearly 400 million notes are expected to be available for issue 
by July 4, 1976. 

Accompanying the public announcement by William E. Simon, the Department of 
the Treasury prepared and issued to the nations' press a narrative of the historical role 
of the $2 denomination and explained the background concerning the design of the 
new note. The text of that announcement follows. 
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The $2 denomination enjoys a rich tradition 
in American history. The $2 bill originated on 
June 25 , 1776, when the Continental Congress 
authorized issuance of $2 denominations in 
'*bills of credit for the defense of America.'' 
Under this authority, 49,000 bills of $2 
denomination were Issued. 

During the Civil War, a July 11, 1862, Act of 
Congress permitted the $2 denomination as 
U.S. Currency, and It reappeared in subse- 
quent years as large size U.S. notes. Silver 
Certificates, Treasury notes and National 
Currency using a number of different por- 
traits, including Alexander Hamilton, James 
B. McPherson, Winfield S. Hancock, William 
WIndom, and George Washington. 

In 1928, the more familiar, small size $2 U.S. 
Note with the portrait of Thomas Jefferson, 
third U.S. President and author of The 
Declaration of Independence, was Issued. 

... Last Printing 

The most recent printing of the $2 
denomination was the 1%3-1%3A series of 
U.S. notes last printed In May 1%5 and 
officially discontinued by the Treasury 
Department on August 10, 1966. 

At that time, low levels of public demand 
were cited as the primary reason for discon- 
tinuance. These low circulation levels have 
subsequently been attributed to the low 
production levels of the bill, which was 
printed solely to help meet statutory re- 
quirements for approximately $320 million of 
U.S. Notes. 

The total volume of the $2 bill was $139,- 
321,994 on June 30, 1966, or approximately 
one-third of one percent of total, outstanding 
currency. These low production levels helped 
create an image of scarcity to the general 
public. 

The general unavailability of the bills com- 
bined with historical superstitions, resulted In 
increased government costs of handling, 
printing, distributing and destroying these 
“oddities." 

The 1963 Series A note, which was most 
popular In New England and some western 
states, bore Jefferson on its face and Mon- 
tlcello on the reverse. It was a U.S. Note and 
bore the signatures of then Secretary of the 
Treasury Henry Fowler and Treasurer of the 
United States Kathryn O. Granahan. 

Since 1966, and particularly in the past 
eighteen months, there has been increasing 
interest In a $2 note as expressed by Congress, 
the American Revolution Bicentennial Ad- 
ministration and collectors. 

Various bills have been Introduced In Con- 
gress, usually calling for a specific design or 
commemorative issue. 


On September 30, 1970, ARBA unanimous- 
ly proposed reissuance of a $2 note with a 
Bicentennial design. 

... Study Groups 

The Director of the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing, responsible for the printing of 
all U.S. currency, first proposed reissuance of 
the $2 note in 1969 to achieve cost savings 
through a reduction in the printing volume 
for $1 bills. 

Various study groups and task forces com- 
posed of members from the Treasury Depart- 
ment, Federal Reserve System and Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing have studied the $2 
note situation. 

In December, 1974, the Federal Reserve 
commissioned a study by a group of Harvard 
Business School graduate students to evaluate 
the marketing feasibility of reissuing the $2 
bill. This study, completed in May 1975, found 
no latent public demand for the $2 
denomination, but did find that If reissued In 
substantial quantity the public would use the 
note. 

The study also noted that public 
“superstitions" and misconceptions could be 
easily overcome. Retailers and bankers in- 
dicated support for the note if it is demanded 
by the public and if It is issued as a permanent 
part of the circulating currency. 

Based on the results of these various reports 
and Increased public interest, the Secretary of 
the Treasury believes it to be in the best 
Interest of the American public and economy 
to reissue the $2 bill. 

The average annual requirement for $1 
notes Is 1.7 billion pieces of currency or 55-60 
percent of all currency requirements. By 
supplanting one-half the face value of the 
annual requirement for $1 notes with $2 
notes, the Treasury can save substantial 
manufacturing costs. 

... Cost Savings 

The amount to be saved Is estimated to be 
$35 million during the next five years (FY 1976 
through FY 1981) or $27 million in 1976 dollar 
terms. Savings to the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing and the Federal Reserve System will 
result from reduction in sorting, printing, 
maintenance, storage, custody, shipping, 
destruction and Improved space utilization at 
the Bureau. 

... Bicentennial Design 

A Bicentennial design was selected to help 
maximize public acceptance and interest, 
though the new note is not simply a com- 
memorative issue. The Treasury plans to issue 
400 million notes per year to assure sufficient 
volume as a circulating medium and intends 
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that the $2 notes become a permanent part of 
our currency. 

At these levels of production the $2 note 
will provide great convenience to the 
American people by accommodating the 
decreased purchasing power of $1 bills due to 
worldwide inflation since 1966 and allowing 
the public to carry fewer $1 bills. 

It is the Treasury's hope that these con- 
sumer conveniences, combined with poten- 
tial cost savings and the appealing design of 
the new note, will assure its acceptance by the 
public. 

The new note will be produced from a steel 
intaglio engraving similar to all other 
denominations of U.S. currency. The face 
measures 2.36 x 5.90" on the master die, and 
the back 2.18" x 5.61 " on the back master die. 

Printing will be accomplished from 32 
subject plates, using the same green and 
black inks as used on all other currency. 

The face design, featuring a portrait of 
Thomas Jefferson painted in the early 1800's 
by Gilbert Stuart, incorporates the principal 
features of the previous $2 U.S. note, with a 
change in designation to Federal Reserve 
Note. A Federal Reserve Bank seal will 
supplant the numeral "2" on the left, and 
Federal Reserve Bank identification numbers 
will be added. 

As required by law the note will bear the 
signatures of William E. Simon, Secretary of 
the Treasury, and Francine I. Neff, Treasurer 
of the United States. The Series date will be 
1976. 

The back design of the $2 bill Is completely 
new. The vignette is surrounded by a 
geometric lathe border with the ribbon title 
and denominations in bank note Roman 
lettering. 

The words "In God We Trust" appear at the 
bottom center In Gothic lettering, and the 
title "Declaration of Independence 1776" is in 
Roman lettering In the center of the lower 
border. 

The engraved vignette on the back of the $2 
note is based on the painting, "The Signing of 
the Declaration of Independence" by John 
Trumbull. The vignette on the $2 note differs 
from the original painting in that production, 
security and aesthetic considerations re- 
quired dropping six figures from the rendi- 
tion; the six appeared on the extreme left and 
right hand borders. 

The original work was done by Trumbull 
during the post-Revolutionary War period. 
He later was commissioned to reproduce the 
painting in the Capitol Rotunda in 
Washington, D.C. 

The only perceptible difference between 
the painting and the mural is that in the 


painting the foreground figures appear to be 
seated on a wooden platform, while in the 
mural the platform appears to be covered by a 
rug. The original painting is now in the 
Trumbull Gallery, Yale University. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has authority 
to determine denomination and design of all 
currency. The $2 note does not require 
legislation since it already is authorized as a 
Federal Reserve Note or U.S. Note by the 
Federal Reserve Act of 1913. 

Numerous questions have been raised 
relative to changing the color, size or shape of 
the $2 note. 

The continuing monochromatic, single 
color face and single color back design of 
United States currency in all denominations is 
based on established technical judgment of 
the optimal counterfeit deterrent values In 
this technique. 

Similarly, the uniform size of all 
denominations of U.S. currency contributes 
to its security in requiring users to inspect the 
bill before use to determine denomination. 

It Is critical that the public understand their 
wide acceptance and use of the new note will 
SAVE the government money and that the 
new note will be produced in ample quantity 
so as to eliminate the previous problems of 
scarcity. 

The Harvard study Indicated that today's 
educated public will not be deterred by the 
colorful superstitions of folklore regarding 
the $2 bill; if any thing, they add to the 
mystique and charm of this bill. 

Bankers and retailers have Indicated vary- 
ing degrees of concern over potential teller 
confusion, change-making errors, form 
changes and the need for minor retraining of 
personnel. 

However, they have all Indicated they 
could easily accommodate a new $2 note 
given sufficient lead time (usually 3-4 
months), a substantial volume of bills produc- 
ed and wide public acceptance. 

Major business machine manufacturers an- 
ticipate no problems in accommodating the 
new note with existing equipment; Canadian 
merchants, who use the same cash register 
equipment as is used in the U.S., have no 
problems in accommodating the $2 bill. 

Production plans call for the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing to commence printing 
in February and have 225,000,000 $2 notes 
available for Issue by Thomas Jefferson's 
birthday (April 13, 1976) and a yearly order of 
400,000,000 notes available before July 4,1976. 

This production schedule of 11 million 
notes per day will assure availability at each of 
the Federal Reserves 39 distribution points in 
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time for public release on the date of issue. 

The Treasury is planning a broad public 
introduction aimed at informing all 
Americans of the benefits and permanence of 
the new $2 note. Major trade, professional 
and consumer association organizations are 
being asked to actively support the reissuance 
In the public interest and to help educate 
their constituencies. 

The public is the key factor in the circula- 
tion of coin and currency. Banks order 


specific denominations in blocks of currency 
from the Federal Reserve to meet their 
business and individual customers' needs. 

When a coin or bill is not popular, it is 
simply returned through this mechanism to 
the Federal Reserve Banks. 

These market dynamics clearly indicate that 
the public must recognize the importance of 
using the $2 note in everyday transactions. 

By demanding this note, every American 
can participate in reducing government costs. 


... Questions and Answers 

When the Treasury Department announced the reissuance of the $2 bank note to 
be released next April they provided the press with a prepared list of 40 questions and 
answers that will be the most frequently asked by collectors and the public. 


Q: Why is the $2 bill being reissued? 

A; As identified In the Fiarvard School of 
Business study on the feasibility of a $2 note, 
there is an apparent opportunity for the 
productive use in commerce of a currency 
denomination mid-range between the ex- 
isting $1 and $5 notes. The Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing was prompted to make Its 
original proposal for the reintroduction of 
the $2 note in 1969 by its recognition of the 
disproportionate frequency distribution of 
denominations produced. The $1 bill 
represents approximately 60 per cent of the 
total number of currency pieces produced 
annually. In addition to providing a mid- 
range denomination between the $1 and $5 
notes to reduce this distribution skew, the 
opportunity for substantial savings was iden- 
tified through the reduction in the total 
number of currency notes required. Other 
nations utilizing the decimal system, such as 
Canada and Australia, have successfully utiliz- 
ed the $2 denomination. The Harvard study 
supported the selection of the $2 denomina- 
tion as appropriate) based on public 
preference for this denomination. 

Q: Whose signatures will appear on the 
new bill? 

A: As required by law, thesignatures will be 
those of the Secretary of the Treasury, William 
E. Simon, and Treasurer of the United States, 
Francine I. Neff. 

Q: What will be the series date of the new 
bill? 

A: The series date will be 1976. 

Q: Will the new $2 bill be a Federal Reserve 
note or a U.S. Note? 

A: As with other currency issued today, the 
new bill will be a Federal Reserve Note. The 
only current exception to this policy is the 
$100 bill, which is issued as a U.S. Note to meet 
statutory requirements. 


Q: What is the difference between the 
Federal Reserve Note, the U.S. Note and the 
Silver Certificate? 

A: The basic differences In these notes lie In 
the Congressional authorizations and the 
original obligations of the U.S. to holders of 
the currency. Legal tender or United States 
Notes were issued as oversized notes on 
March 10, 1862. The familiar size U.S'. Notes 
are printed today only in $100 denomination. 
Silver certificates, authorized by Con- 
gressional Acts of Feb. 28, 1878, and Aug. 4, 
1886, were redeemable in silver and were last 
Issued In 1957. Federal Reserve Notes were 
/ authorized by the Federal Reserve Act of Dec. 
23, 1913. 

Q: Is the $2 bill intended to become a 
permanent addition to our currency? 

A: It will be a permanent, useful part of 
American currency and will be printed in 
sufficient volume to assure its availability. 

Q: When and where will the new bill be 
available? 

A: It will be available at commercial banks 
nationwide on April 13, 1976. 

Q: Who will be issuing the $2 bill? 

A: As with all currency, it will be issued by 
the Federal Reserve System, which will supply 
Individual banks throughout the country with 
sufficient numbers of the new bill to meet 
public demand. 

Q: Will there be a limit on the number of 
new bills a person can buy from a bank? 

A: There will be no limit on the sale of $2 
bills. 

Q: Who designed the new bill? 

A: The Treasury's Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing. 

Q: What considerations were involved in 
the design of the back of the new note? 

A: Several designs were prepared utilizing 
renditions of the original painting. Optimum 
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security design considerations include the 
opportunity for sufficient geometric lathe 
engraving in borders and the aesthetic 
presence of unprinted areas for visibility of 
distinctive fibers. In addition, aesthetic con- 
siderations Include the preference for ''fade- 
out'" treatment of subject matter in lieu of 
frame vignettes. In order to include these 
desired features and to maintain adequate 
subject size of the vignette within the 
limitations of the existing bank note dimen- 
sions, it was necessary to "crop" the vignette 
rendition of the painting. 

Q; Who. painted the original of the Jeffer- 
son engraving^ 

A: It is based on a portrait painted In the 
early 1800s by Gilbert Stuart. 

Q: Why was not a portrait of a minority 
member or a woman chosen for the face of 
the new bill? 

A; In response to the recommendations 
that a new $2 currency note should have a 
Bicentennial theme, it was determined that 
the Signing of the Declaration of In- 
dependence epitomized the birth of our 
Nation and was therefore the most ap- 
propriate vignette for the back design. 

Thomas Jefferson js universally recognized 
as the author of the Declaration of In- 
dependence and, accordingly, the use of his 
portrait on the face design was judged most 
suitable In the relationship with the back 
vignette. The fact that the Jefferson portrait 
had been used on the earlier $2 U.S. Note 
contributes to the desirable familiar associa- 
tion by the public of a currency portrait and 
denomination. 

Other possible subjects for the face portrait 
were considered, including Martin Luther 
King and Susan B. Anthony. None of the 
alternative choices are as appropriately and 
consistently associated with the Bicentennial 
theme as is Thomas Jefferson. 

Q: Who painted the original of the painting 
which is represented on the back of the new 
bill? 

A: The engraved vignette on the back of 
the $2 note is based on a painting of the 
Signing of the Declaration of Independence 
by John Trumbull. The original work was 
done by Trumbull during the post- 
Revolutionary War period; he later was com- 
missioned to reproduce the painting In the 
Capitol Rotunda in Washington, D.C. The 
only perceptible difference between the 
painting and the mural is that in the painting 
the foreground figures appear to be seated 
on a wooden platform, while In the mural the 
platform appears to be covered by a rug. The 


original painting Is now in the Trumbull 
Gallery, Yale University. 

Q: Why will the $2 bill be accepted by the 
public now when it was not accepted before? 

A: The Harvard Business School study, 
which included a nationwide Harris poll, 
clearly Indicated that the public would be 
receptive to the new $2 bill. Previous lack of 
acceptance was primarily due to the relatively 
small number of bills available. 

Q: What will prevent people from con- 
fusing the $2 bill with other bills? 

A; The size of all U.S. currency notes is the 
same and provides additional counterfeit 
deterrence in requiring the user to Inspect 
the security printing to determine denomina- 
tion. Each denomination, however, is 
repeatedly identified on the note in 
numerical and lettered description as well as 
by the familiar association of face portraits 
and back vignettes. Accurate identification of 
the denomination of any U.S. currency note, 
therefore, requires only that the user inspect 
each note visually. Just as current 
denominations are not confused with one 
another, there is no anticipated confusion 
associated with the $2 bill. 

Q: Is the $2 bill being issued to com- 
memorate the Bicentennial? 

A: The $2 note is being issued in conjunc- 
tion with the Bicentennial; It will, however, 
be issued in the years subsequent to the 
Bicentennial and thus will be an important 
part of our permanent currency system and 
not simply a Bicentennial commemorative. 

Q: How much money will be saved by 
issuing the $2 bill? 

A: The results of a projection of currency 
costs with and without the $2 bill for an 
extended future period show that total 
savings to the Federal Reserve System as a 
result of the introduction of the $2 bill will 
amount to approximately $34 million over the 
next five years (FY 1976 — FY 1981). Expressed 
in terms of 1976 dollars, the savings would be 
approximately $27 million. 

Q; How many two^dollar bills will be 
printed by April 13? 

A: More than 225,000,000 two-dollar bills 
will be printed by April 13, 1976. 

Q: How many $2 bills are being printed? 

A: 225 million $2 notes will be available for 
issue by Thomas Jefferson's birthday (April 13, 
1976) with a current annual order of 400 
million available before July 4, 1976. 

Q: How many new bills will be printed each 
day? 

A; During Initial production, 11 million $2 
bills will be printed per day. 
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Q; How long will it take to print the first $2 
bill? 

A: The total preparation time for any new 
denomination takes seventeen weeks. Print- 
ing of a note involves one day each for the 
face, back and overprinting. 

Q: Did the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing have to install new equipment to print 
the new bill? 

A: No new equipment is required to print 
the new note. 

Q; What kind of press machine will be used 
in printing the $2 bill? 

A: Four plate mono-colored intaglio. 

Q: Why was the $2 bill discontinued in 
1966? 

A: The bill which was discontinued in 1966 
was the $2 United States Note, part of the 
limited currency required by statute to be 
issued by the Treasury Department (now 
satisfied in full by the issuance of $100 United 
States Notes). In 1966, approximately 6 million 
$2 U.S. Notes were produced annually; the 
total currency requirements at this time ap- 
proximated 21/2 billion notes per year. Conse- 
quently, the bill was a statistical rarity which 
precluded reasonable opportunity for 
familiarity or circulation by the public. 

Q; How many old $2 bills are still out- 
standing? 

A; There are approximately $135,288,000 $2 
bills outstanding from ail previous issues. 

Q: Are any old $2 bills being held by banks? 

A: No $2 bills are currently being held by 
any banks. 

Q: When were the $500, $1000 and $10,000 
bills discontinued and why were they 
stopped? 

A: The $500, $1000 and $10,000 bills were 
discontinued with the 1934 series. They were 
held mainly by banks and clearing houses for 
Inter-bank transactions. Though generally 
available to the public, they were not in 
demand, as most purchases of this size are 
accomplished by check or credit card. 

Q: What was oh the back of the old $2 bill? 

A; The 1963 A series bearing Jefferson on 
the face and the signatures of U.S. Treasurer, 
Kathryn Granahah and Secretary of Treasury 
Henry Fowler, had a view of Monticello and 
the motto ''In God We Trust'' on the back. 

Q; What is the life-span of a $1 bill? 

A: The average life for the $1 and $5 bills is 
18 months and three years, respectively. Old 
bills are returned for destruction by incinera- 
tion or marceration (pulping). 

Q: How many old bills are taken out of 
circulation each day? 


A: Except for a modest annual growth in 
currency needs of approximately five per- 
cent, the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
considers its average daily production of 
between 11-12 million pieces of currency to 
be for replacement. 

Q; What is the $2 bill currently worth as a 
collector's item? 

A; The Treasury Department does not set a 
collector's value for any currency or coin. The 
numismatic value of the $2 bill Is determined 
by the collectors' current marketplace price. 
The reissuance of the $2 bill Is not expected to 
affect the value of any notes now held by 
collectors. 

Q; Is there any plan for a "collector's" or 
special numismatic issue? 

A: The numerous complexities involved In 
manufacturing, packaging and adjustment of 
Issuing procedures within the time frame 
available preclude any practical considera- 
tion of such a "special" issuance. There is 
every reason to believe that the interests of 
serious numismatists will be well-served by 
the long-standing collecting practices 
relating to the standard issues of currency. 

Q; What kind of impact will the new bill 
have on our economy? 

A: There will be a positive impact on the 
U.S. economy since every American, by 
demanding and using the $2 note, can par- 
ticipate in lowering government costs. 

Q: Are prices expected to rise in conjunc- 
tion with the $2 bill. For example, will $1.85 
items now cost $2.00? 

A: Commercial pricing is not generally 
predicated on the availability of a new 
currency. The $2 bill does not alter the 
consumers' capacity to purchase but it will 
increase efficiency as twos are gradually 
substituted for ones. 

Q: Will the issuance of the new bill have an 
effect on coinage circulation? 

A: Since the $2 note will gradually be 
Substituted for $1 notes there Is no an- 
ticipated effect on current coinage circula- 
tion. 

Q: How much will it cost retailers to 
accommodate the $2 bill to their cash 
registers? 

A; There are no net Incremental costs to 
retailers in this case, as the adjustments are 
minor and will result overall in less currency 
handled. Major business machine manufac- 
turers indicate that the Canadians, who also 
have a $2 bill, utilize cash registers identical to 
those used in the U.S. with no difficulty.

Q; How will banks benefit from its use? 

A: By usingthe$2bill, banks will beallowed 
to handle fewer pieces of currency and will 
subsequently have lower costs. 

Q: What steps are being taken to prevent 
counterfeiting of the $2 bill? 

A: The new note contains the same high 
degree of engraving excellence and security 


features that are present in all other currency 
series. It is, therefore, no more or no less 
susceptible to counterfeiting than any other 
current note. 

Q: Have any members of Congress receiv- 
ed a $2 bill? 

A: No members of Congress have received 
an advance Issue of the new bill. 



The official Libby Dam commemorative medal, marking the dedication of the $470 million 
project and the installation of the largest bas relief ever installed on a building, will be made 
available to collectors in an extremely limited edition from the Medaliic Art Company. 

Medals numbered one and two were presented to President Gerald R. Ford and Donald S. 
Macdonald, Canadian Minister of Finance, before 7000 people in dedication ceremonies near 
Libby, Montana. 

Col. Raymohd j. Eineigel, Seattle District Engineer, U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, presented 
the medals in front of the Treaty Tower containing the massive 27 by 30 ft. sculpture. The medal's 
design was based on the 75 ton, Vermont granite sculpture by Albert Wein, of Encino, Calif., 
winner of the $15,000 Treaty Tower International sculpture contest. Wein, former visiting 
professor of sculpture at the University of Wyoming, Is noted for his monumental sculpture, bas 
reliefs and medals. 

The dam was built under the terms of a 1961 Columbia River treaty between the U.S. and 
Canada to provide flood control In Montana, Idaho and British Coiumbia,and hydroelectric 
power and recreation sites along the Kootenai and Columbia Rivers. 

Libby Dam, plus three previously completed dams in Canada, will prevent ravaging flood 
waters that had occurred on the average of once every two years and caused $22 million in 
damage in the U.S. alone. Five Canadian hydroelectric power stations and 11 power plants along 
the lower Columbia in Washington and Oregon, made possible by Libby Dam, will add 5.7 billion 
kilowatt hours of power a year. 

The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers commissioned the Medaliic Art Company, of Danbury, 
Conn., the nation's oldest medallists, to strike the high relief medal. 

Wein translated his massive bas relief sculpture, symbolizing the harnessing of natural forces 
by man and the dam's ecological and recreational benefits, into the medal's design. The upper 
half of the dam sculpture, featuring an Indian restraining two powerful stallions, appears on the 
obverse of the medal. The lower half, depicting two leaping trout and a joined American eagle 
and Canadian maple leaf, appears on the reverse. 

The high relief medal, 1 3/4 in. in diameter, will be struck in .999 fine pure silver, with an 
antique patina finish, and limited to only 2500 specimens at $32.50. Each medal comes in a 
removable shadow box display case, and is hallmarked and individually numbered to certify its 
limited edition status. 

Insurance, postage and handling is $1 additional. The medal are available from the Medaliic

Forgers Diversify: 

False U.S. Commemorative Gold Now Common 


'"Don't put all your eggs in one basket" is advice which has been heeded by 
American corporate management for decades. If a product line is too narrow and 
specialized, an unforeseen drop in demand can quickly bring an undiversified 
company into bankruptcy. A well-managed manufacturing organization usually 
enters a variety of products lines, thus lessening the risk of a cross-the-board drop in 
sales.

Genuine Counterfeit 



Counterfeiters, too, recognize the im- 
portance of diversification. Once it 
becomes common knowledge among 
collectors that a certain rare coin has 
been counterfeited, the forgeries of that 
issue become difficult to sell. So the 
larger counterfeiting shops overseas are 
continually preparing dies (or molds) for 
new forgeries of coins which can be sold 
without causing suspicion. 

Prior to 1970 collectors could buy U.S. 
commemorative gold coins with little 
risk of innocently adding forgeries to 
their collections. But today the risk is 
great. Counterfeits of fair to good quali- 
ty are being bought and sold by collec- 
tors daily. 


ANACS has detected and recorded 
counterfeits of each of the following 
U.S. commemorative gold coins: 

1903 Louisiana Purchase Dollar (McKinley) 
1915-S Panama-Pacific Dollar 
1915-S Panama-Pacific Quarter Eagle 
1917 McKinley Memorial Dollar 
1926 Sesquicentennial Quarter Eagle 

Virtually all of the counterfeit com- 
memorative gold coin types ANACS has 
seen are quite similar in workmanship, 
so we believe most or all of these pieces 
are manufactured by a single 
counterfeiting organization. 

The illustrations show genuine and 
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counterfeit specimens of the 1917 
McKinley Memorial gold dollar. When 
compared to the genuine, counterfeits 
have exceptionally weak hair detail, a 
flat '"frosty"' surface and poorly formed 
letters. The nostril is poorly defined and 
the lower lip is too thick and vague. 

The weight and specific gravity of 
counterfeit commemorative gold coins 
are usually correct. We believe that 
these forgeries are die-struck, and not 


cast. Additional characteristics of the 
counterfeits must be withheld, lest the 
forgers try to Improve their product by 
correcting the deficiencies published 
here. 

We anticipate that counterfeits of 
other types of commemorative U.S. gold 
will appear within the next year or two. 
When such counterfeits reach ANACS, 
the information will be published In this 
column.

Questions and Answers 

Q. Your fee schedule shows the minimum fee for coins valued up to $125. For a 
year or more I've been sending coins to ANACS valued at $75 to $350, and except for 
the long waits for the certificates I've been pleased with your service. 

My question is this: I have several coins worth much less than $125 which I'd like to 
have you check out (two of them are worth about $10, and one is less than $5), but I 
don't want to send them to you if I'd be wasting your time and my money. What do 
you suggest? 

A. No coin is so low in value as to have missed the eye of every counterfeiter in the 
world. A hundred years ago thousands of counterfeit U.S. dimes, quarters and half 
dollars were made (in Mexico and the West Indies, weVe heard) of German silver 
alloys and put in circulation In the United States. More recently a massive quantity of 
U.S. 1944 Jefferson nickels was counterfeited, again for circulation and not to be sold 
to collectors for a premium. Many of these counterfeits are now Included in coin 
collections; the owners are unaware that their prize pieces may be old forgeries. 

ANACS has received many coins valued at $10 or less, and one piece — a small 
Japanese silver coin — was valued at $2. Don't hesitate to send a coin to ANACS merely 
because the value is low. A coin of any value could be a forgery. 

Good news about those certificates! In recent weeks the processing time for most 
certificates has been reduced from eight to ten weeks to less than four weeks, and 
further streamlining Is being planned. Our goal is to send certificates within two 
weeks after a coin Is returned. 

Q. What coins are most commonly counterfeited? 

A. Perhaps we can best answer your question by publishing an ANACS equivalent 
of the FBI's "ten most wanted men" list. The false coins we most often see are: 

1. U.S. 1882 $3 gold (counterfeit). 

2. 1916-D dime (added mintmark or totally counterfeit). 

3. New Hampshire copper, 1776 (replica). 

4. 1909-S V.D.B. cent (added mintmark, added V.D.B. or counterfeit). 

5. 1893-S silver dollar (added mintmark). 

6. 1943 bronze cent (plated). 

7. 1804 silver dollar (cast counterfeit). 

8. 1922 cent, no mintmark (mintmark removed). 

9. 1942 over 1 dime (altered date or counterfeit). 

10. Trade dollar (cast counterfeit). 


A similar list for world coins will be published later. It will include various date 
British gold sovereigns, Icelandic gold, ancient coins, Byzantine gold solidii, German 
and Italian gold and silver coins, and others.

FEATURING FAKES 


For all I know, the three bronze 1931 Mexico 5 centavos coins above may be 
genuine. So also may be the still different fourth coin shown enlarged on the page 
opposite. 

I just plain don't know! 

But I do know that the three coins seen above apparently have three slightly 
different ''3" numerals in the date. (Their photos haven't reproduced very clearly.) All 
three coins are struck, not cast, and none of them has an altered date. 

Now comes the mystery ... 

Ted Buttrey says '"extremely rare" for the 1931 date. Neil Utberg says "only three 
known." 

In the September '75 issue of Plus Ultra , page 5, Clyde Hubbard (to whom I bow 
as to anything about coinage of Mexico) records his considerable research on the 
records of the 1931 piece under this title, "Do Genuine 1931 Five Centavo Pieces of 
Mexico Exist?" 

Clyde quotes from a report called "Memoria de la Direccion de la Casa de Moneda 
de Mexico correspondiente al Aho de 1931," published by the Secretaria de 
Hacienda. On its page 56 the report says, "Assay samples included 71 pieces of 50 
pesos gold, 3 pieces of 5 centavo bronze, and 4 pieces of 1 centavo bronze." On its 
page 62 the report lists 50 dies having been made for a 5 centavos coin. The report 
further states that 5 obverse and 5 reverse dies of those 50 were turned over to the 
coining department. 

Clyde concludes, "In spite of the repeated denials by the mint about the coining of 
1931 five centavo pieces, sufficient numbers have appeared to convince us that they 
were actually made; how many and when continues to remain a mystery." 

Clyde's research of the records prompts some new questions to which there seems 
no answer. Did the coining press operator make a private "over-run" when he was 
striking those three given for assay samples? Or, during some year later than 1931, did 
someone in the mint resurrect those dies and quietly strike a few pieces for some 
collector friend? Were the 50 dies recorded on the report's page 62, half obverse, half 
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reverse, which would mean 25 sets, only 25 reverse dies? How many hubbing dies 
were made? (A hubbing die is the die used to press the design into the face of a 
working die which does the actual striking of a coin.) It would seem that one hubbing 
die could produce many times 50 working dies. 

Yet, if the three coins pictured are genuine, and since each has a ' 3 ” differing from 
the other two, then at least three different hubbing dies must have been used to make 
the three different reverse working dies which struck these three coins. 

So, how about a bit of detailed research on all existing 1931 5 centavos coins 
themselves? 


In the November issue I asked for and received several letters giving me answers to 
my query about the Chinese Empire's Szechuan Province ''30 cash" bronzes. The 
names of those who answered will be kept in complete confidence. 

And, similarly, to start the unraveling of the 1931 Mexican mystery, Td like to hear 
from everyone . . . both in Mexico and in the USA . . . who has one or more 1931 five 
centavos coins. As with the "30 cash" pieces, names and addresses of owners will be 
kept In complete confidence, I promise. 

Just possibly, through such cooperation, the mystery of the 1931 piece may finally 
be solved.

DIRECTIONS

Recently, one of my Museum Directions columns was devoted to describing a 
sizeable collection of donated checks, bank notes, and stock certificates, the bulk of 
which pertained to Colorado and its early history. Now, from Earl Moore has come a 
very attractive frame in which are displayed two checks and a color photograph of the 
Bank of the United States. 


The first check, unissued, is of the first 
charter period of the bank. This charter 
extended from 1791 to 1811 . The second 
check was issued in 1823 by "'Stephen 
Girard, Banker.'' The bank building, of 
neo-classical design, was authorized by 
President George Washington on July 4, 
1791, and completed in 1797. Upon the 
expiration of the charter of the First 
Bank in 1811, the building was im- 
mediately purchased by the prominent 
Philadelphia ship owner and merchant 
Stephen Girard who operated his 
private bank there until his death in 
1831. The building is believed to be not 


only the oldest existing bank building in 
the United States but also the first such 
public building specifically designed for 
banking purposes. Currently being 
restored, the building is expected to be a 
popular visiting place for those who visit 
Philadelphia during the bicentennial 
year. 

Forged checks have been with us far 
longer than we may realize. Accom- 
panying the aforementioned donation 
was a copy of a check written at Mt. 
Vernon January 23, 1799. The check is in 
the amount of $175 made payable to 
"General H. Lee or Bearer" and ap-

parently signed by none other than 
George Washington. However, research 
has shown that the check was the work 
of a Robert Spring. One wonders 
whether there are earlier examples of 
this type of work. 

Counterfeit coins, on the other hand, 
have been with us for thousands of 
years. While great strides have been 
made in the detection of altered and 
counterfeit items, especially with the 


advent of ANACS, the art of the 
counterfeiter seems to have at least kept 
pace, if not a jump ahead. No 
geographical area or time period seems 
to be spared the evil. Sylvia Haffner sent 
us another tetradrachm of Alexander 
the Great, a very nice bronze follis of the 
Emperor Jovian, an oft-imitated silver 
shekel, and what was purported to be an 
1834 pattern $5 gold piece In copper. 
From Robert Mish has come a 1928 five 
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lire of Italy. Two United States gold 
pieces were sent by Doug Weaver, a 
1900 $5 piece which was represented as a 
proof and an 1875 Eagle with mint mark 
removed. Further donations of bogus 
coins have come frorn William Ulrich 
and Vince Filpi. The importance of the 
donation of such pieces cannot be un- 
derestimated: all such pieces are retain- 
ed for reference in your museum where 
they are available to ANACS as well as to 
students enrolled in our annual Summer 
Seminar course in the detection of 
altered and counterfeit coins. Perhaps 
rnost important, however, is the fact that 
these items are no longer "'on the 
market"' where they have plagued the 
novice and the unwary. Even the best are 
fooled at times, and we are thankful for 
these and other concerned dealers and 
collectors alike who wish to broaden our 
awareness of false coins. 

The name David C. WIsmer is well 
known to collectors of paper money, 
expeclally of obsolete bank notes. 
Wismer was a champion of collecting 
these interesting, educational, and 
rewarding notes at a time when their 
Importance was not recognized. 
Between 1922 and 1936, The 
Numismatist published serially his 
descriptive lists of such notes. He was a 
member of the ANA for over fifty years, 
having joined in 1892 With number 36, 
and thanks to the generosity of Dorothy 


C. Gershenson, we have Mr. Wism6r"s 
fifty-year gold membership medal as 
well as the twenty-five year membership 
medal of his daughter, Mrs. C. E. Os- 
mun. These two valuable Items are 
being added to your ANA archives. 

In the November issue of The 
Numismatist, grateful acknowledge- 
ment was made of the Dr. C. Glenn 
Curtis collection of Civil War tokens, the 
gift of Herbert Bergen. Reference was 
also made to the fact that in 1974, Mr. 
Bergen made available to the association 
his outstanding collection of colonial 
and revolutionary coins and tokens. 
Inadvertently, we noted that his material 
is ''permanently" displayed rather than 
prominently as was Intended. To Mr. 
Bergen, we extend apologies for any 
misunderstanding or misconception 
regarding the ownership of his material. 

As long as there are museum cases to 
be sponsored, we will continue to 
gratefully recognize those whose names 
are being added to the growing list of 
donors. This month, we are pleased to 
recognize Robert Emmer of Penn State 
Galleries, Inc., Robert B. Lecce of 
Coinways, Inc., and Ed Hipps of Ed's 
Coin and Stamp Shop. The entire 
association is grateful to these donors as 
well as to those who may yet be con- 
sidering this significant manifestation of 
support.

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■ In an Ohio newspaper the following 
item appeared not long ago: ''Five per- 
sons were arrested Saturday by Fostoria 
police following a fight at the United 
Auto Workers fellowship hall." It just 
doesn't seem right that fellow workers 
can't enjoy a little "fellowship'' without 
having the law join in. Or was the hall 
misnamed? 

■ The dues notices sent to members 
provided for correcting any error in the 
name or address of the member. A U.S. 
Navy commander's address was record- 
ed as "USN MCB FICE." Military ad- 
dresses being what they are, often mak- 
ing no sense to civilians, no one thought 
about a typographical error In this one. 
But the member circled the "FICE" and 
wrote this correction, "FIVE as in 5." 
Now, even a computer programmer can 
understand that! 

■ After receiving his 1976 dues notice, a 
member of some years standing wrote 
critically of the dues increase. He seem- 
ed to feel that it should have been 
possible to cut corners that could have 
avoided the higher fees. 

But then he went on record as op- 
posing the plastic semi-permanent 
membership cards, mainly because he 
wants a new card each year to Indicate 
that he has paid his dues for that year. 
For his information and the possible 
interest of other members, here are a 
few facts about the cost of membership 
cards, based on a round figure of 30,000. 

Assuming that the plastic cards last for 
3 years, the total saving over issuing 


ordinary cardboard cards each year is 
$11,220, without taking into account any 
increased costs that might occur during 
the period. Assuming lOd: postage in 

1975 and 13<t in 1976 and 1977, the total 
saving becomes $13,020. As one might 
guess, the postage Is a big factor in the 
total cost, but there are others, such as 
card preparation, envelopes and hand- 
ling. 

Certainly a $13,000 saving ($4340 per 
annum) Is not a great sum but your 
management feels that it is worthwhile. 
And don't you like the colorful plastic 
card and the prestige it gives you as a 
member? 

■ Where would you expect to find 
these coin clubs? Manhattan is a 
borough of New York, but the Manhat- 
tan Coin Club — take your pick, there's 
one in Kansas and one in Washington. 
The Victoria Numismatic Club is NOT in 
Canada, it's In Texas. The Indiana Coin 
Club is, of course. In Pennsylvania, and 
the Nevada Coin & Stamp Club Is in 
Missouri. You'd expect to find the 
Miami Coin Club In Florida and there it 
is, but there's also one in Oklahoma. 
Maybe the most dislocated one is the 
Mexico Stamp & Coin Club in Maine. 

■ Maybe you read my partial list of 
unusual names of ANA members in the 
April 1975 Issue. If so, you'll be prepared 
for this one that consists of members' 
names representing occupations or per- 
sonal positions. Our membership has at 
least one Archer, Architect, Baker, 
Barber, Barker, Bishop, Brewer, Butcher, 
Butler, Carpenter, Chandler, Cook, 
Cooper, Doctor, Farmer, Gardner, 
Glazier, Groom, Hunter, King, Knight, 
Lawyer, Marshall, Mason, Miller, Miner, 
Painter, Porter, Sailor, Shepherd, Singer, 
Tanner and Weaver. 

These names were noted during many 
hours of work in connection with the 

1976 dues payments and not by scanning 
the entire roster of members, so 
probably a few were overlooked. In- 
cidentally, to go with the Doll, Honey 
and Darling previously listed, we now 
have a Chick, a Dame and a Guy. That's 
enough trivia for a while! 
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Roman Coin Project

Legend tells us that Romulus and Remus, the twin sons of the goddess Silvia, 
founded Rome shortly before 700 B.C. As numismatists we are quite interested in that 
part of the legend which says that the twins were placed, as babes, in a trough and cast 
in the Tiber river. Grounded on a marsh, a she-wolf found them and suckled them as 
she would her own cubs. 


A little over one thousand years later, 
Constantine the Great was so fascinated 
with this story that he issued com- 
memorative coins, about the size of a 
dime, showing the she-wolf suckling the 
babes. Struck over a number of years, 
this was a commemorative coin to 
celebrate the millenium of Rome. (In- 
cidentally, note that word ''millenium'', 
which means one thousand. This year 
we are celebrating our bicentennial, a 
mere miniscule time period compared 
to Rome's millenium celebrated during 
the reign of Constantine, 307-338 A.D.) 

Now then, how would you like to have 
one of these commemorative coins? I 
have obtained four of them and they are 
going to the first four juniors who 
specifically ask for one when turning in a 
Roman Coin Request Form. 

Right away you new juniors and some 
of you veterans who have not been 
keeping up with the YNN column, may 
ask "What is this ail about? Are you really 
giving away Roman coins?" The answer 
is a resounding "Yes"! Fordoing routine 
things in numismatics, such as bringing a 
program to your coin club, exhibiting 
your collection, writing In any 
numismatic journal (including your own 
club bulletin), earning a youth badge in 
coin collecting, or completing the 
Young Numismatists Correspondence 
Course, you may earn as many as four 
Roman coins. These four coins will cost 
you absolutely nothing in dollars and 
cents, just write David R. Cervin, 6201 
Adirondack, Amarillo, TX, 79106 for a 
RCRF which contains full instructions. 

Now let's talk about recent earners of 


Roman coins and what these juniors did 
to earn their coins. 

Stuart R. Henderson of Farming Hills, 
Ml, earned a coin struck by Bratian (375- 
383). The reverse pictures a Roman 
warrior standing over a fallen barbarian. 
Although Stuart earned only a single 
coin, what a job he did to earn this 
single! Have you ever heard of 
Coinquest? I suppose not. Neither had I 
until Stuart sent me a copy of Volume I, 
Number 1, of Coinquest, a publication 
for collectors of countermarked, cut and 
holed coins, tokens and medals; siege 
and necessity pieces; love tokens; and 
numismatic literature. It might be 
described as "making sense out of junk 
numismatics," though "junk" is much 
too strong a word to use. Nevertheless, 
that is what devotees of Coinquest 
do. They collect what "pure" 
numismatists often shun. And what a 
marvelous field they have opened up! If 
you are Interested in this field (and it 
looks like a low-budget collecting hob- 
by, something that most juniors need), 
write the founder and editor of 
Coinquest, Carling Gresham at P.O. 
Drawer 580, Pomona Park, FL. 

Now what did Stuart do to earn his 
Gratian? In the very first issue of 
Coinquest, he has an 800 word article 
describing the frustrations of a sixteen 
year old's first attempt at an article on 
numismatics. Stuart writes well and has 
an excellent future in numismatics. 
(Some day this first issue of Coinquest 
may be a collector's item.) 

Randle S. Heagle of Seattle, WA, earn- 
ed a Constantine II (337-361) for attend- 
ing a course on numismatics which 
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lasted four weeks with two hours of class 
each week. The range of subjects in the 
course was very broad, as it should be for 
juniors, touching on ancients, modern 
foreign coins, U.S. coins, and currency. 
Randle plans to earn two more Roman 
coins and then enroll in the YNCC. With 
his present training, he should be a 
cracker-jack student here. 


The question may now come up. Does 
class study fulfill the requirements of an 
Educational Program? Strictly speaking, 
no. But '^educational'' is hereby ex- 
panded to include "class" study of at 
least five hours. 

So, juniors, get into action. There are 
numerous ways to earn Roman coins, 
but earning them is strictly up to you. 


Franklin Mint Announces First Medal Collection for Young Collectors 



The first series of collectors' medals created especially for the young people of America has 
been announced by The Franklin Mint. Entitled, ''The History of America for Young Americans," 
the collection will consist of 24 proof medals struck in bronze commemorating the most 
significant events in the history of the United States. 

The medals will measure 44mm (1 3/4 inches) in diameter and will bear new and original art 
that will capture the event portrayed in authentic detail. In addition, each medal will be 
accompanied by informative reference literature describing the event, as well as the background 
and importance of the event. The reference material will be written especially for young people 
and will provide new insights into the currents of history — the people involved, the decisions 
they faced, and the far-reaching consequences of their actions. 

Each event will be researched thoroughly by trained historians, so that every aspect of the 
event will be portrayed accurately on each medal, as well as described in detail in the reference 
material. The medals and reference literature will form a vivid panorama of American history in 
pictures and words. 

"This collection was created to provide young people of America with a sense of the 
excitement of history," said Charles L. Andes, chairman of the board of Franklin Mint 
Corporation. "Through the beauty of medallic art, the collection will offer youngsters an 
increased understanding of what it means to be an American." 

The events to be commemorated in the collection include Columbus' discovery of the New 
World; the signing of the Declaration of Independence; the moment when the last spike was 
driven to link the nation by railroad; D-Day 1944; and the landing of the first man on the moon. 

The collection will be issued at the rate of two medals per month, so that young collectors who 
subscribe can complete their proof sets by the end of the Bicentennial year. The original Issue 
price is $4 per medal. The complete collection of The History of American for Young Americans 
will be accompanied by a specially designed personalized plaque so that the complete proof set 
can be openly displayed.

Official Minnesota Bicentennial Medal 



Joining other observances by Minnesotans of our nation's 200th birthday, the Minnesota 
American Revolution Bicentennial Commission has announced the release of an official 
Bicentennial medal. 

Minnesota became part of U.S. territory at the conclusion of the Revolution in 1783. The British 
ceded the eastern portion of the state to the U.S., but only under the mistaken belief that the 
Mississippi River lay west of the Lake of the Woods, on the Canadian border. Both the obverse 
and reverse of the official Bicentennial medal depict the state's heritage. 

The obverse features an Indian, representing the state's first Sioux and Chippewa Inhabitants, 
paddling across one of Minnesota's 15,000 lakes In a birch bark canoe. Beyond the lake's horizon 
is a large, contemporary sunburst. Superimposed on the sunburst is an Indian peace pipe, 
representing Pipestone National Monument, Pipestone, Minn. Inset into recessed areas 
between the sun's rays are symbols of the state's natural resources. 

The reverse design is based on the heroic granite sculpture, “The Pioneers," by John K. 
Daniels, of Edina, Minn., who marked his 100th birthday May 14. 

The official design was created by William Mack, prominent young Minneapolis sculptor. 

Individual medals are available as follows: IVi inch, .999 pure silver, high relief, antique finish, 
limited to 5,000 numbered specimens, $75; VA inch pure silver, coin relief, antique, limited to 
7,500 pieces, $20; and a VA inch bronze, coin relief, antique, unlimited, $2.50. 

A limited edition of 5,000 numbered and matched presentation sets containing a IVi Inch 
antique bronze in high relief, a VA Inch 24 kt. gold on silver, and a VA inch pure silver are 
available at $55, 

All medals are available from the official medallist ,Medallic Art Company, Old Ridgebury Road, 
Danbury, CT 06810. Collectors should add $2 for Insurance, postage and handling for each medal 
or set ordered by mail.

Coin Dies 

Through the ages coins have been produced by three different methods: casting, 
hammering, and milling. They reflect the creative ability of the designer, the artistic 
skill of the engraver, and the perfection of the method of production. 

Early British and some Roman coins were cast in molds made of wood, stone, or clay. 
Most often molds for the obverse and reverse were clamped together and the molten 
metal poured through a hole into the mold. There were variations of this method. 

The earliest hammered coins struck in western Asia Minor show a great variety of 
design and were probably struck by merchants. They were struck on electrum and 
were impressed on one side from a design worked on the surface of the lower die. 
Because they were struck on globular pieces of metal they were irregular in shape. 

From these uniface coins there rapidly developed coins with designs on both sides 
using both an upper and lower die. At this time another change took place, in that the 
authority to strike coins became the responsibility of the government of the particular 
city or region of issuance. 

Greek coins portrayed designs of high relief and great beauty and some of the 
artistic die sinkers of this time are well known. As each city used its coinage as a symbol 
of authority and pride, great care was taken with their design. 

Later coins became Instruments of propaganda, religious or political, and often this 
produced die designs of great detail. 

Dies for hammered coinage were made of iron or bronze. The upper die was cut 
into an iron bar. The lower die was also a bar, pointed on one end so that It could be 
driven Into a block of wood. The die was cut into the exposed end. The coin planchet 
was placed on the lower d ie, the upper die placed on top and hammered from the top. 
There are, of course, varieties of the form of the trussel and pile, technical terms for 
the upper and lower dies. 

The die face, an intaglio image of the coin's design, is made with engraving tools and 
punches, and the time required to produce the dies varies with the complexity of the 
pattern of the coin. 

Machine made or milled coins were introduced during the past four centuries and 
evolved as a result of greater knowledge in the field of metallurgy and machinery 
along with a need for faster production.

UNITED STATES — 76 Proof and Unc. Sets to Include Var. II Ike $1 

According to the Bureau of the Mint the 1976 regular Proof and Uncirculated Coin 
Sets will contain the Variety II Eisenhower dollar. 

The new variety is distinguished by a lower relief on the obverse, softening the facial 
features on the Eisenhower bust. On the reverse, the relief is higher and the style of 
lettering changed to conform in style to the obverse. The new lettering Is more narrow 
and more pointed. The design modifications were ordered to improve the 
appearance of the dollar coin. 

The Philadelphia and Denver Mints have released both varieties of dollars for 
circulation. And Variety I dollars were included in the 1975 regular Uncirculated Coin 
Sets and in the 1975 regular Proof Coin Sets. 

Proof Coin Sets consist of specially manufactured coins struck at San Francisco and 
all bear the "S" mintmark. The new Variety 11 dies will be used to produce the dollar 
coins in San Francisco for the 1976 regular Proof Coin Sets. 

The Mint began accepting orders for the 1976 Proof Coin Sets on November 3, and 
the ordering period will remain open until production capacity is reached. The price 
per set is $7. 

The Mint expects to begin accepting orders for the 1976 Uncirculated Sets in 
February priced at $6 per set. 

Orders for both the regular Proof Coin Sets and the regular Uncirculated Coin Sets 
are limited to five of each set per customer. All orders should be sent to: Bureau of the 
Mint, 55 Mint Street, San Francisco, California 94175.

Experts to Address Chicago Coin Fair 

Three of the world's top coin 
authorities will address the educational 
forum at the Chicago International Coin 
Fair in Chicago's Sheraton Hotel March 
19-21, says William Pettit, general chair- 
man of the event. 

Dr. John S. Davenport, Galesburg, III., 
author of a long series of standard 
references on crowns and talers of the 
world; Dr. Vladimir Clain-Stefanelll, 
Washington, D. C., curator of the 
numismatic division of the Smithsonian 
Institution; and jean-Paul Divo, Zurich, 
Switzerland, author of a number of 


standard references on European coins, 
are the principal speakers. 

The panel will be moderated by 
Russell Rulau of lola, Wisconsin, manag- 
ing editor of World Coin News, coor- 
dinating editor of Standard Catalog of 
World Paper Money and contributing 
editor of Standard Catalog of World 
Coins. 

Divo selected as his topic 
"Napoleonic Coins." The coin firm by 
which he is employed. Bank Leu AG 
numismatic department, recently sold at 
auction one of Europe's most complete 
collections of Napoleonic coins, com- 
memorative medals and other 
numismatic memorabilia, upon which 
Divo has drawn for descriptions and 
illustrations. Topics for Clain-Stefanelli

These include the Polish American 
Numismatic Association, the Midwest 
chapter of the International Bank Note 
Society, the Ancient Coin Club of 
America, and the Israel Coin Club of

On display from the Byron Reed 
Collection are: a Getz half-dollar in 
silver; a New England shilling; a 
Myddelton token in proof; a Talbot 
Allum and Lee cent, uncirculated; a 
Standish Barry threepence; and a silver 
original of the Castorland medal in 
proof. In addition, pillar and portrait 
type pieces of eight and their counter- 
parts from Spanish Mexico, are shown. 

The "'Libertas Americana," 
'"Washington Before Boston," and a 
number of Congressional pieces dealing 
with the Revolutionary War are includ- 
ed in the medal collection. A set of 
wooden pieces in their original box 
made for the Centennial celebration in 
1876 are shown along with other centen- 
nial and Washington Inauguration 
(1889) medals. 

Byron Reed willed his coin collection 
to Omaha in 1891 . The coins were put in 
a bank vault in 1965 after two attempts 
were made to steal the collection from

once housed. This is the first public 
showing of any of the Byron Reed 
Collection in 10 years. 

Colonial and Continental currency 
from the Boys Town collection is also 
being exhibited. This collection contains 
approximately 500 notes and includes 
pieces printed by Benjamin Franklin and 
notes printed from plates engraved by 
Paul Revere. Blue paper varieties are 
shown, also a number of uncut sheets. 

Another part of the Boys Town exhibit 
features autographs of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence. Of the 56 
patriots who signed the Declaration, 
signatures of 32 of the signers are on 
display. Documents bearing the 
signatures of Benjamin Franklin, Thomas 
Jefferson, Samuel Adams and John Han- 
cock are also shown. A letter signed by 
George Washington is included in this 
display. 

The Boys Town Philamatic Center was 
opened In July, 1951 and is chiefly 
comprised of the extensive stamp and 
coin holdings donated to Boys Town by 
Dwight A. Barrett, an Omaha philatelist. 
According to Melvin D. Stark, curator of 
the Center,the collection not only holds 
the above mentioned treasures but also 
has Scott's 86x2, the rare Uniontown 
Postmaster Provisional of the Con- 
federacy period; American air mail 
stamps; and much, much more. Stark 
welcomes all visitors to come to the 
Center and see the bicentennial collec- 
tion, co-sponsored by Boys Town and 
the Omaha-Douglas County Nebraska 
Bicentennial Commission.

Miner^s Cabin Opens at the Old Mint 

The work was hard and the homelife 
harsh for the miners who dreamed of 
striking it rich during California's gold 
rush era. Visually evocative of the harsh 
realities of frontier life is the miners 
cabin which is to open as a new exhibit at 
the Old Mint Museum In San Francisco, 
California, according to Mrs. Mary 
Brooks, Director of the Mint. 

Two years of research and searching 
for authentic artifacts went Into the 
assembly of the crudely furnished one- 
room miner's cabin recreated in one of 
the basement vaults of the Old Mint. Mr. 
John Huberty, whose Irish immigrant 
grandfather was a '49er and stayed to 
settle the land on which the cabin was 
located, donated the pine structure to 
the museum. Board-by-board, it was 
dismantled and reconstructed by Mint 
personnel. Although built in the early 
1930s, Its rustic, weather-worn 
appearance ideally represents a miner's 
dwelling of an earlier period. Originally, 
the cabin sat on the south bank of the 
North Fork of the Calaveras River, a 
thriving trading center during the gold 
rush and an area later made famous in 


Mark Twain's story 'The Celebrated 
jumping Frog of Calaveras County." 

A wood-burning stove for cooking, oil 
lamps for illumination, an iron bed, 
rough-hewn cabinets, tables and chairs, 
a few toys a nd the tools of a prospector's 
trade are some of the simple, life- 
sustaining possessions of a miner's fami- 
ly to be found in the exhibit. 

The Old Mint Museum, Fifth and 
Mission Streets, San Francisco, Califor- 
nia, is open to the public Tuesdays 
through Saturdays, 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. No 
admission charge.

Maurice M. Gould 
LM 144 

On November 29th, the flags flew at 
halfmast outside ANA headquarters 
after learning the sad news that one of its 
most outstanding members and sup- 
porters was gone forever. Maurice M. 
Gould, popular lecturer, syndicated 
coin columnist, ANA governor and life 
member, had died unexpectedly from 
heart failure. 

Having entered the hospital with a viril 
infection only several weeks following 
his successful election at the ANA Los 
Angeles convention, Maury's health had 
worried his friends, particularly since he 
was unable to take penicillin to help 
combat the infection. Then during the 
last few weeks his health seemed to 
Improve. He was moved from intensive 
care Into a private room and given a 
phone which he used to call friends and 
family. Friends whom he talked to short- 
ly before his death had been en- 
couraged by his increased strength and 
activity. His death could not help but 



come as a shock to those close to him. 

Maury's loss will be felt by many 
throughout the hobby, for his influence 
and support was widespread. He started 
collecting coins over 55 years ago when 
as a child he found an old coin while 
digging in his backyard. His interest 
wavered in his youth and competed with 
stamps until he helped organize a stamp 
and coin club in his high school. He went 
into it more for the stamps, but in trading 
philatelic and numismatic material, 
Maury became more and more in- 
trlqued by coins. 

"'the minute I sawanythingold inacoin 
I got to like it," Maury has been quoted, 
“I liked the idea of the history behind 
it." 

Eventually Maury Gould's numismatic 
interests lead him to a coin dealership 
with Frank Washburn in Boston's Copley 
Square. That business, the Copley Coin 
Co., flourished for Maury and was still 
growing when he decided to retire from 
business in 1966 and move to California. 
But like many, Maury's “retirement" was 
probably one of the most active periods 
in his life. Now he could devote full time 
to promoting numismatics through his 
coin column, travels and lectures. 

His weekly syndicated column. Coin 
Roundup, had steadily grown more 
popular, appearing in 56 newspapers 
throughout North America. In addition, 
he'd contributed regular columns in 
Numismatic News Weekly and Coins 
Magazine. He received more than 20 
numismatic literary awards in his 
lifetime, including the Numismatic 
Literary Guild's “Best Syndicated 
Columnist" in 1972 and 1974. 

As a member of fifty numismatic 
organizations and honorary member of 
seventeen, Maury had his hands full 
participating in the functions of as many 
clubs as possible. His life seemed a non 
stop round of coin shows, club 
meetings, seminars, symposiums and 
forums. 
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Vice president of the American Israel 
Numismatic Association and a director 
of the Canadian Numismatic Association 
at his death, Maury had also served as 
president of the Society of Philatelists 
and Numismatists, vice president and 
director of the Token and Medal Socie- 
ty, editor of the TAMS Journal, and 
editor of The N.A.S.C. Quarterly. He was 
a founder of the Numismatic Literary 
Guild, the California State Numismatic 
Association Symposium, and the 
Counterfeit Detection Seminar held an- 
nually at the California Polytechnic 
Association, and also helped to found 
the Organization of International Nu- 
mismatists of which he was a past presi- 
dent. As a numismatic instructor and 
advisor he taught courses at various 
colleges across the country. As a writer, 
he published books on Colonial and 
American coins, Canadian coins, and 
coins of the Danish West Indies. 

Maury became member R-6454 of the 
ANA on September 1st in 1937, and 
converted to life membership LM 144 in 


1946. Upon finally running for governor 
in 1973, he confirmed his widespread 
influence with a substantial win. In 1975, 
even though Maury declined any cam- 
paigning, it surprised no one that ANA 
members again placed Maury on the 
board by an impressive margin. As an 
active member and governor, Maury 
had served as chairman of the 
Resolutions Committee, Membership 
Committee, and National Coin Week, as 
exhibit judge, instructor at the ANA 
Summer Seminar, speaker at the 1970 
convention, and as founder and coor- 
dinator of the junior Correspondence 
Course. In recognition of his many con- 
tributions to the association, the ANA 
awarded him the Medal of Merit in 1970. 

Numismatics played a big part in 
Maury Gould's life, and because of his 
energy and enthusiasm in life, Maury 
came to be an important part of 
Numismatics. The hobby will never 
forget this dedicated son who gave so 
much in sharing the true meaning of 
numismatics. 


Independence Hall Association Issues Bicentennial Ingot 

To officially honor the 200th anniversary of 
the adoption and signing of the most impor- 
tant document in our nation's history, the 
Independence Hall Association has an- 
nounced its Official Independence Hall 
Bicentennial Commemorative of The Signing 
of the Declaration of Independence. 

The commemorative will be a unique art 
ingot minted in fine American pewter. It was 
Inspired by the world-famous masterpiece, 

''The Declaration of Independence, 4 July 
1776, at Philadelphia," by the renowned 
American artist, John Trumbull. His original 
work portrays 48 patriots whose vision and 
courage laid the foundation for a strong and 
independent nation. The Signing of the Declaration commemorative includes every one of these 
figures in the same detail that marks Trumbull's work. 

The reverse of the commemorative will bear the signatures of ail 56 signers of the Declaration 
of Independence. Each signature will appear just as it does on the original document. 

The Independence Hall Association has appointed The Franklin Mint, America's largest and 
foremost private mint, to strike the Bicentennial commemorative. It will be available to the 
general public throughout the Bicentennial year. 

To capture the full impact of the work, the Signing of the Declaration commemorative will 
have an exceptionally large surface area of more than 7 1/2 square inches and will weigh 2000 
grains. Each Ingot will be antiqued individually, and each will be issued in a custom-designed 
frame. 

The Issue price of each Bicentennial commemorative Is $15, with no quantity limitations.

Struck by the Medallic Art Company of Danbury, Conn., the .999 pure silver edition of the 21^ 
inch high relief medal Is limited to 2500 individually numbered medals, with an antique finish, 
and priced at $75 each. An antique bronze high relief IVa inch medal is also offered at $15 and in 
an unlimited edition. 

Two editions are available in a IV2 Inch size, pure silver and bronze. The silver issue Is limited to 
5000 pieces at $15, while the bronze is available for $3 and is unlimited. Both smaller editions are 
of coin relief and In antique finish.

Salute to the Presidents Medal 


A “Salute to the Presidents" medal has 
been recently issued by the International 
Numismatic Agency. The new release has 
been authorized by the American Revolution 
Bicentennial Administration under Public 
Law 93-179. 

The obverse features high relief portraits of 
all thirty-seven men who have served In our 
nation's highest office during our first two 
hundred years. The reverse, not shown, 
centers around the names of ail the 
presidents within the legend, “The Presidents 
of the United States of America 1776-1976." 

Sculptress Karen Worth, one of America's 
most esteemed medallists was commissioned 
to create this tribute. 

The medal, minted in a 2 1/2 inch diameter 
is available in bronze, pure silver and 14 kt. 
gold, with the silver edition limited to 7,500 pieces and the gold to 1,000 pieces. Prices for the 
three editions are: $25, $85 and $925 respectively. The silver edition contains between four and 
five ounces of pure silver, and the gold Issue contains four and a half ounces of gold.

The Numismatist cordially presents the following guidelines as encouragement for interested 
authors (both professional and non-professional) who are preparing manuscripts for submission to the 
official ANA journal. 

All authors whose manuscripts are accepted and published are eligible for Heath Literary Awards. 
These are awarded annually for articles judged to be outstanding. First and second places include 
engraved medals as well as cash stipends: a silver medal and $250 for first and a bronze medal and $100 
for second. Third place awards are bronze medals. Those writers receiving honorable mention are 
awarded certificates of recognition. 

The author receives two copies of the issue in which his article appears and eight individual article 
copies. 


MANUSCRIPTS 

The Numismatist accepts manuscripts which 
contain new information, constitute a distinct 
contribution to knowledge and are relevent to the 
science of numismatics. The author is responsible 
for all statements made in the work. Manuscripts 
accepted and published become the property and 
copyright of The Numismatist and may not be 
published elsewhere unless written permission is 
granted by both the author and the journal. 
Manuscripts are received with the understanding 
they are not simultaneously being considered by 
other publications. 

Two complete manuscripts (the original and 
one copy) including illustrations (all material 
which cannot be set in type such as photographs, 
drawings and graphs) should be sent to EDITOR, 
The Numismatist, American Numismatic 
Association, P. O. Box 2366, Colorado Springs, 
CO 80901. For correspondence purposes the 
author should retain at least one copy. 

The manuscript should be typewritten, 
double-spaced on one side of 8 1/2 x 11 heavy 
white bond paper with 1 1/2 inch margins at the 
top and left. The name(s), full postal address(es) 
and daytime telephone number (s) of the author(s) 
must appear on the first page. 

AUTHOR’S 

A biographical sketch of the author(s). which 
may be published with an accepted manuscript, is 
to be submitted also. It is not to exceed 100 words 
and should include such pertinent information as 
place and date of birth, educational and 


ILLUSTRATIONS 

Illustrations should be referred to in the text as 
Figs., and be given Arabic numbers. The back of 
each should be marked with the name(s) of the 
author(s) and the title of the article. An arrow 
should mark the top orientation of the illustration 
with each figure bearing a reference number 
corresponding to the same number in the text. 
Each illustration should be accompanied by a 
legend with all legends and reference numbers 
typed and grouped on a separate sheet of paper. 
All illustrative material should be protected with 
hard-board covers when mailed. 

Photographs are tobeunmountedand unattached 
to the manuscript. They should be high quality, 
glossy prints which are not retouched or labeled 
in any way on the face of the photograph. (When 
marking on the back, write on a hard surface such 
as glass or metal to avoid disfiguring the photo- 
graphic surface.) 

Drawings should be on separate sheets, drawn 
with India ink on illustration board or high grade 
drawing paper. 

The editorial staff reserves the right to edit all 
material to conform with the journal’s style and 
policy.

This hoard of about twenty 
chisel-cut Athenian 

tetradrachms is a rather 
touching reminder of the 
desperate plight of Athens 
toward the end of the Peloponne- 
sian War. About 405 
Aristophanes lamented the dis- 
appearance of Athens’ inter- 
nationally famous sUver

Such a determination could be 
made by balancing the unknown coin against an official weight, but a chisel cut, though brutal, was far 
quicker. Coin collectors usually (and rightly) deplore a defaced coin, but this is one of those rare 
exceptions when the chisel cut actually enhances the historical interest of the coin.

A HOARD OF “COLTS’’ 


HERACLEA TETRADRACHMS 



We still have left from the 
famous Cyme hoard of 
tetradrachms a few specimens 
from Heraclea, the rarest of the 
three major cities represented in 
the hoard. Heraclea issued coins 
for only a few short years in the 
period after the battle of 
Magnesia (190 B.C.), and much 
of the city’s limited tetradrachm 
output appears to have been 
buried with the Cyme hoard 
sometime after 160. These hand- 
some, broad-flanned 
tetradrachms are the only major silver pieces struck by Heraclea. The obverse bears the head of Athena 
r., wearing a crested helmet richly ornamented with a cornucopiae, Pegasus and a galloping quadriga. 
The reverse type, a club and owl surrounded by an oak wreath, alludes to the city’s namesake Herakles 
as well as to its major cultus, that of Athena. All coins are in mint condition.
